WELCOMED TO BRUSSELS 
FORMAL OPENING OF {7HE IN- 
TERNATIONAL CONFERENCE. 





AN ADDRESS, WITH SOME ADVICE, FROM 
THE BELGIAN PRIME MINISTER—RE- 
MARKS BY PRESIDENT LEVI AND 
MINISTER TERRELL —THE HALL 
WHERE THE DELEGATES MEFT. 


BRUSSELS, Noy. 22.—The International Mone- 
tary Conference met at 3 o'clock this afternoon. 
The proceedings were purely formal. 

M. Beernaert, the Belgian Prime Minister and 
Minister of Finance, who opened the proceed- 
ings, said in his inaugural! address that this wea 
the most important conference ever held in 
Brussels. The question of money excited the 
most passionate interest, and people wereseldom 
able to discuss the subject calmly. It affected 
every economical and social interest and was at 
the bottom of more than one unexplained crisis. 
The importance of the part played by metallio 
money must increase. Checks and other means 
of credit, though diminishing risks and the 
costs of delays arising from the displacement 
of money, could never replace gold and silver. 

The monetary situation was no longer solely 
dominated by commercial balance. Other fact- 
ors now intervened, rendering it impossible to 
gay a priori to what cause arise in exchange is 
due. In recent yeara exterior circumstances 
had been unfavorable to the situation in the 
Latin Union. Owing to the adoption of the 
gold standard by Germany, it had been neces- 
sary for the countries inthe union to suspend 
the coinage of silver, and they werq@now really 
living under a monometallic régime. In 
form the coinage of the two metals would 
doubtless be retained in their relative 
values, but really gold was the only standard. 
Five-franc pieces retained their full value only 


because they were mere counters. Tne Latin 
Union, even in existing circumstances, ren- 
dered incontestable service. It brought about 
steadiness in the rate of exchange and freedom 
from embarrassment in regard to the circula- 
tion of money. These services extended beyond 
the limits of the union, which conld not disap- 
pear without involving serious disturbances in 
the general situation. 

The heavy fall in silver in recent times seemed 
to arise from a production largely in excess of 
the requirements for coinage and the arts and 
industries, yet Prof. Soetbeer and others main- 
tained that the excess of production in 1890 
was only £4,000,000, while other statisticians 
calculated that new needs had arisen since 1890 
sutticient to absorb all the silver in the world. 
This was a point important to verify, and he 
hoped that data would be submitted to the con- 
ference which would throw light thereon. 

The conference must consider the importance 
of the question of what stocks of silver certain 
countries would be obliged to alienate in order 
to adopt an exclusive gold standard. ‘he four 
milliard of tive-franc pieces stored in the banks 
in the Latin Union represented paper, but 
though the union might be dissolved in a year, 
there was no reason to fear that eventuality. 
He thought they could also ignore the silver in 
America, the major part of which is in the form 
of certificates and formed part of the monetary 
cireulation. There was also no reason to fear 
that Germany and Austria would attempt to 
realize on their stocks of silver. Therefore, 
though the problem before the conference was 
a@ diificult one, there was no need for the dele- 
gates to allow themselves to be influenced too 
much by the prospect of masses of unemployed 
silver under the weight of which the market 
would be crushed. 

“IT should like to study the question with 
you,” continued M. Beernaert, “but absorbing 
duties will not permit. In regretfully leaving 
the chair, itonly remains for me to repeata 
hearty welcome and to express the strong hope 
that your deliberations will produce happy re- 
sults of advantage to us all.” 

Upon the conclusion of Mr. Beernaert’s 
epecch, the Hon. LE. Terrell, United States Min- 
ister to Belgium, thanked the Prime Ministar for 
the cordial welcome extended to the delegates, 
and expressed the respectful homage of the 
American delegates for the King of the Bel- 
gians. Mr. Terrell concluded his remarks by 
proposing M. Montefiore Levi as President of 
the conference. M. Levi's selection was unan- 
imously agreed to. 

M. Levisaid that he accepted the honor of 
residing over the deliberations, knowing that 
t was intended for Belgium rather than for 
himself. He referred to the numerous attempts 
made to solve the monetary question, men- 
tioning specially the British Gold and Silver 
Commission of 1886 as distinguished above all 
other similar bodies by its eminently practical 
character. Theworst feature of the present 
monetary situation was its instability. He 
hoped the conference would sink its individual 
interests and keep in view the higher interest 
of the great human family. 

The conference then adjourned until Friday. 
It will meet three times each week. The Amer- 
ican proposais will be submitted on Friday. 

The American delogates are stopping at the 
Hotel Bellevue. Minister Terrell called upon 
them at noon and discussed questions pertain- 
ing to the conference until it was time to pro- 
ceed to the hall. 

M. Beernaert will give a reception and ban- 
quet in honor of the delegates on Monday next. 
M. Hoegarden, President of the National Bank, 
willgive a reception to the delegates, diplo- 
mets, and otber notavlesa on Dec. 7. 

The Grande alle, or Marble Hall, of the 
Palais des Academies, where the delegates hold 
their meetings, looks out on one side apon the 
apiendid park which is the fashionable summer 
resort of the residents of Brussels, and while 
the view sweeps along the front of the Palais 
Royal to the Rue Royale, on the other side, a 
wide expense of garden, statue adorned, divides 
the Palais des Academies from the Place 
Regents, a continuation of the finest of the 
boulevards of Brusaels. 

The delegate will tind themselves within easy 
walking access of almost everything worth see- 
ipg in the Belgian capital. The Palais de la 
Nation; where the Senate and Deputies meet, is 

ust across the park from the Royal Palace. 

he Bourse, the Art Museum, the cathedral, 
(Ste. Gudule,) the Palais des Beaux Arts, the 
Musée Moderne, the new Palais de Justice, and 
tho finest of Brussels’s edifices—the Hotel de 
Ville—are all within a radius of a mile of the 
place of conference. 

The interior of the hall in which the delegates 
deliberate is one of the handsomest in the capi- 
tal. Marble shaits along the walle, with strik- 
ingly-eflective mural paintings between them, 
form the dominant features of the hall. Twelve 
of these paintings, ull of recent produetion, 
represent a sequence of great evente in Belgian 
history, from the doubtful historic episode 
When the Belgian tribes, under Ambeorlix, 
swore to beat back the Roman invaders or to 

rieb, until the coronation of the tirst King 
opold, in 1831. Otber mural subjects picture 
the rise of arts and sciences in Belgium. In the 
gardens abutting on the conference hall the 
most notable of the statues are a study of Cain

Pants, Nov. 22.—M. Georges de Molinari, the 
woll-known free trader and editor of the Jour- 
nal des Economistes, said to-day: “ The mone- 
as it now estanda—that is to say. 
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and the monometallists—does not seem to be 
solvable. For, in exciuding silver from circula- 
tion there would be the danger of raising the 
monetary standard, whieh would be unfortunate 
for debtors, and particularly for all those States 
which are in debt. On the other hand, by adopt- 
ing bimetallism there would be therisk ofa 
fall, which would have the effect of a partial 
bankruptcy in the case of all the creditors of 
States or private individuals, without speaking 
of the other evils which would be occasioned by 
this rise or fall. 

“T cannot tell what will be the deoision of the 
Brussels conference, but, whatever it may be, I 
am persuaded that the status quo will be contin- 
ued, for the status quo, in spite of its inconven- 
iences, is practical and preferable to either of 
the proposed solutions.’’ 

M. Clamageran, life Senator and ex-Minister 
of Finance, said: ‘‘Iam inolined to think that 
‘free silver’ has few partisansin France. Our 
free traders are, for the moat part, monomctal- 
lists, while our protectioniats are naturally of 
the opinion that they ought to protect France 
against the invasion of American silver, just as 
the United States, by an almost prohibitive 
tariff, protects itself against the introduction of 
Freneh industrial products.” 

Senator Buffet, also an ex-Minister of Finanos, 
said: “I am, for the present, at least,in favor 
of maintaining in France the monetary status 
quo, andI am absolutely opposed to the free- 
silver idea.”’ 





FORMAL’ TRIAL NECESSARY. 
——@-——— 
PROF. SMITH BEATEN BY A SUBSTANTIAL 


MAJORITY. 


CINCINNATI, Noy. 22.—The morning session of 
the Cincinnati Presbytery was wholly taken up 
by arguments by members of the court upon 
the question of the sufficiency of the first 
charge in the Smith case. The speakers were 
the Revs. James, Bryan, Roberts, Robertson, 
Monfort, Pollock, and Francisin favor ofthe 
sufficiency of the charge, and the Revs. Gil- 
christ, MoGiffert, Achsman, Dudley, and Riggs 
and Elders Sproulland Fulton againstit. The 
Rev. Dr. Riggs held that the charge should be 
amended, as it was susceptible of two interpre- 
tations. 

The charge in substance is that Prof. Smith 
has taught that a minister is only bound to 
subscribe to the doctrines of the Churoh at his 
ordination, and may change his views after- 
ward. One of the laymen made the objection 
that the preachers were occupying entirely too 
much time ip labored argument, and he was 
anxious to come to a vote. 

At the afternoon session the test votes were 
taken, and they show a strong majority op- 
posed to Prof. Smith. 

The first test vote came under the sufficiency 
of the first charge, which declares that Prof. 
Smith taughtthata minister may abandon the 
essential features of the system of doctrine 
held by the Chureh, which he received and 
adopted at his ordination, and still rightfully 
retain his position as a minister in the Church. 

Prof. Smith objected to this charge that it 
Was not specific; that it did not point out any 
doctrine of the Church which had been disre- 
garded, The motion was put to sustain his ob- 
jection, and was lost by 19 in favor and 53 
against. 

Then the Presbytery took up Specification 1, 
which stated that he had taught in an article in 
the New-York /vangelist that acceptance of the 
doctrines was only required of ministers at the 
time of taking their ordination vows, and Speci- 
fication 2, which asserted that he had taught in 
an article in the New-York vangelist that 
whether a minister has departed from the doc- 
trines can only be determined by judicial proo- 
ess. 

To both these specifications Prof. Smith had 
made the objection that they were insufticient 
in form and legal effect, and did not support the 
charge. 

Afterarambling argument on a motion to 
sustain the objections the vote was taken, and 
the objection to the first specification was not 
sustained by a vote of yeas, 25; nays, 37. The 
vote on the second specification was yeas, 23; 
nays, 35. 

In order to make the action positive the Rev. 
Dr. Bryan moved that the court declare the 
tirst charge and specifications sutticientin form 
and legal effect, and this was carried—yeas, 36; 
naya, 23. 

This action makes a formal trial, 
charge at least, necessary.

RAILROADS CRIPPLED AND HOUSES 


WASHED AWAY. 


PORTLAND, Oregon, Nov. 22.—Rain has fallen 
in torrents to-day in Oregon and Washington, 
west of the Cascade Mountains, and the local 
rallroad traffic on Puget Sound north of Tacoma 
is entirely suspended. 

The damage already done in the Puget Sound 
country will probably reach $500,000, and the 
prospect now is that much greater damage will 
result. The Northern Pacific has repaired the 
damage to the main line and the trains for the 
East are now running regularly. 

“The landslide on the Union Pacific at the 
Cascade continues to come down withincreased 
energy. A heavy rain fell there to-day which 


washed tons of earth down the mountain side. 
Construction work on the track around the 
slide began yesterday, and it will probably be 
completed by to-morrow night. The company 
is still transferring passengera and mails 
around the obstruction by beat.” 


SEATTLE, Washington, Nov. 22.—Reports of 
the storm throughout the western portion of 


the State ure still worse to-day, and prospects 
of rail communication being restored are aban- 
doned for several days. 

Five deaths are reported as the result of the 
floods, while the loss of property in the shape 
of farm buildings carried away and wrecked 
will amount to thousands of dollars. The 
valleys of the Duwamish and stretching to the 
northward are vast lakes. In the Stuck Vailey, 
as far as the eye can see, the valley is a seeth- 
ing lake iu which jogs, shingles, wrecked build- 
ings, railroad ties, uprooted trees, and débris 
are jammed together 10 to 20 feet deep. 

In Chehalis County, near Elma, the Northern 
Pacitic bridge on Gray’s Branch is so weak that 
the trains dare not cross till the high water re- 
cedes. The Great Northern will not be able to 
run trains until the bridges are repaired, the 
slides removed, and the track rebuilt. The 
Seattle, Lake Shore and Eastern runs trains to 
the international boundary, but a transfer is 
made around the slide at Blackman. 

Three or feur small steamers are reported 
sunk in the Snohomish River, but no lives are 
lost. A large steamer is carrying passengers 
to Whatcom to take the rail connection to the 
East. The Canadian Pacific has almost en- 
tirely escaped any damage or delay. Frame 
houses of all descriptions have been seen float- 
ing in nearly every stream of any size west of 
the mountains. 





Mrs, Darrin Defeats Waterbury. 

ELMIRA, N. Y., Nov. 22.—A contest of long-en- 
durance piano playing between Mrs. Retta Dar- 
rin of this city and J. M. Waterbury of New- 
York City began here at 8 v’clock last night. 
At midnight Mra Darrin was seized with an at- 
tack of indigestion, but did not cease playing. 
She soon rallied and has felt well all day to-day. 

At 2:20 o’clock this afternoon Waterbury 
stopped playing on account of his hand having 
swolien very badly. Mrs. Darrin continued, 
and says ebe will play over twenty-five hours 
to beat Waterbury’s record. 

The contest is for $100 a side and two-thirds 
of the receipts. . 





Bun on a Bank. 

West Bay City, Mich, Noy. 22.—A rumor that 
the People’s Savings Bank had closed its doors 
to-day caused arun on the institution. The story 
was false. The bank was jammed with excited 
menand women. The bank is in a perfectly 
sound condition. 

Albert Mosher, the millionaire lumberman, 
Was sent for. He told the depositors that the 
bank would be open until 12 o'clock, if neces- 
sary, to allow all who wished to get their money. 
This partly restored confidence, but thousands 
of dollars were drawn. 





No Endictment Against Elliott. 
WRITE Prarns, N. Y., Nov. 22.—The Weat- 
chester County Grand Jury found no bill against 
John Elliott, the proprietor of the road house at 
Pelbam Bridgo, who shot and killed John Hiney 


in a political quarrel about two weeks ago. He 
claimed at the time that he shot in self-defense 
when he saw Hiney had a revolver in his hand 
and was ina temper to useit.

JAY GOULD’S LATEST MOVE 





WANTS 70 EXTEND HIS ROAD TO 
CORTLANDT STREET FERRY, 





AN APPLICATION TO THE RAPID-TRAN- 
SIT COMMISSION WHICH IS INDORSED 
BY THE PEXNSYLVANIA RAILROAD— 
FOR THE “PUBLIC’s” BENEFIT—OR 
PERHAPS FOR A SWITCHING YARD. 


A matter of unexpected importance was 
brought to the attention of the Rapid-Transit 
Commissioners at their meeting yesterday after- 
noon. It was nothing lesa than an application 
from the Manhattan Elevated Railroad Com- 
pany, backed up by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company, for permission to build an extension 
from the Ninth Avenue Line, through Cort- 
landt Street to the ferry. 

It is quite natural, and rather to their¢credit, 
that the officers of the Pennsylvania Road 
should wish to perfect their connections and 
facilitate as much as possible ease of transit 
between their ferry and the heart of New-York, 
but it is to be feared that the desire of the ele- 
vated road for this extension is not prompted 
by philanthropic motives. Prevented in their 
repeated attempts to get possession of Battery 
Park, the Goulds have decided evidently to con- 
tent themselves with aless extensive territory 
to turn into a switching yard. 

Besides the Commissioners there were present 
at yesterday’s meeting George J. Gould, Julien 
T. Davies, and Col. Hain, representing the Man- 
hattan Rosd; Vice President Frank Thompson 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad, and John M. 
Bowers, counsel to the commission. Mr. Gould 
stated that it was the desire of the elevated 
road to build an extension commencing at the 
present station of thé road on Cortlandt Street, 
at the intersection of that street with Green- 
wich Street, thence through Cortlandt Street 
to West Street and to the ferry house of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. 

He further stated that this ferry was one of 
the mostimportant on the Hudson River, by 
which passengers upon the Pennsylvania Raii- 
road passed to and from New-York, and also 


thata large number of persons who lived in 
Jersey City or its immediate vicinity and did 
business in this city every day used the Cort- 
landt Street Ferry; that passengers coming to 
New-York or going from New-York would be 
enabled by the construction of the extension 
applied for to pass atonce from the elevated 
trains to the ferryboats of the Pennsylvania 
railroad, or vice versa; that at present many 
thousand persons using the ferryboats and the 
elevated railroad were obliged to descend to the 
street or ascend from the street to the elevated 
station at Cortlandt and Greenwich Streets, and 
to ye along the sidewalks of Cortlandt Street 
and across that street in order to make connec- 
tion between the ferry and the railroad; that 
Cortlandt Street was a crowded street wherein 
there was much traffic; that that street was a 
dangerous and inconvenient street for pedes- 
trians to cross, by reason of the great number 
of horses and vehicles constantly passing and 
ropassing along the river front and through 
West Street, or from West Street to Cortlandt 
Street, or from Cortlandt Street to West Street, 
and that finally the convenience and safety of 
the traveling public would be greatly served by 
the granting of the application. 

President Thompson indorsed all that Mr. 
Gould had said, and stated further that his road 
had been hampered for years by inadequate 
facilities at the New-York end. 

“It certainly is to the interest of this city that 
we should have good facilities here,’’ he con- 
tinued. ‘For instance, there is no doubt that 
travel to and from Philadelphia would be in- 
creased if passengers were sure that they could 
get up town with anything like comfort and 
dispatch, while the country all along the line 
would be benefited, as thousands of persons 
could reach the theatres, shopping districts, 
and business centres more quickly andfar more 
conveniently than at present. 

“We have spent $2,000,000 in a very short 
time in constructing new ferryboats and a 
bridge across West Street in order to improve 
the terminal facilities, and we wish to go 
further. ‘The bridge across West Street re- 
moves to some extent the congested state of 
travel which has existed there, but this con- 
necting link would do much more to improve 
the situation.” 

Commissioner Inman was anxious to know if 
the extension could not be carried through to 
the Sixth Avenue line. He thought that sucha 
connection would be of much wore benefit to 
the traveling public than the extension asked 
for in the application. 

Mr. Gould suggested that perhaps this could 
be done by means of the College Place exten- 
sion, by means of whivh a direct line could be 
opened from the ferry up town by way of Sixth 
Avenue. He added that asurvey had been made 
by the Manhattan Road through College Place 
with this idea in view, but that the grades had 
been found to be very heavy. Mr. Gould then 
reminded the Commissioners thatthe elevated 
road already had an application before them for 
an extension by way of Carmine Street to West 
Street and the ferries. 

The Commissioners seemed to be in favor of 
the proposed Cortlandt Street extension, though 
at the same time appreciating the fact that an 
extension to Sixth Avenue would beof much 
more public benetit. They took the application 
under advisement. 

Under Section 32 of the rapid-transit law 
the commission is empowered to grant applica- 
tions of this character, attaching to them such 
restrictions as may seem good. The plans must 
be approved by the board before the work can 


be done.

Ben Haddock is nowin Omaha. It is under- 
stood that he has been entirely exonerated by 
the officers who witnessed the assault. Interest 
in the trial is caused by the fact that Hutton 
has hitherto borne a fine military reputation 
and has been very popular. His friends will do 
their best to get him out of the present trouble. 





Baltimore’s Democratic Jubilee. 
BALTIMORE, Nov. 22.—The Democrats of the 
State held a monster mass meeting to-night to 
celebrate the election of Cleveland and Steven- 


son. The Cyclorama Building, which holds 
5,000, was crowded. Preceding the meeting 
was a fine display of fireworks lasting an hour. 

The speakers were Gov. Robert E. Pattison of 
Pennsyivania, William F. Harrity, Chairman of 
the National Democratic Committee; William 
L. Wilson of West Virginia, W. C. P. Breckin- 
ridge of Kentucky.

Mr. Medill’s House Burned. 

PASADENNA, Cal., Nov. 22.—The residence of 
Joseph Medill, editor of the Chicago Tribune, 
with its contents, except a little furniture on 
the first floor, was totally destroyed by fire this 
morning. The fire wes caused by the careless- 
ness of a servantin throwing hot ashes into a 
pine box back of the house.

GOV. TILLMAN’S MESSAGE, 





THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF SOUTH 
CAROLINA IN SESSION. 


Spectal to The Associated Presse. 

CotvumpBaa, 8. C., Nov. 22.—The General As- 
sembly of South Carolina convened at the State 
Capitol at noon to-day. The House consists of 
125 members, 870f whom are new. In the Senate 
there are 36 members, half of whom are new. The 
Assembly is overwhelmingly “ Tillmanite,” the 
conservatives, or the Democratic element that 
is recognized as being in opposition to the pres- 
ent administration, being few and far between. 

The Senate is presided over by Lieut. Gov. 
Gary. Dr. Hampson Pope of Newberry was 
elected Clerk, and the other old officers were re- 
elected, Ira B. Jones of Lancaster being Speak- 
er and J. W. Gray of Laurens Clerk. 

Gov. Tillman transmitted to the Legislature 
his annual message. He says that all claims 
against the State have been promptly met. 
Commenting on the assessment of property for 
taxation for the lastsixteen years, during which 
time the total increase has been only $33,000,- 
000, the Governor says that this indicates that 
we are & very improvident and non-progressive 
people or else a large amount of property es- 
capes taxation. He speaks of radical defects 


in the educational system and says it is a hum- 
bug. He says that the South Curolina College 
is notin a satisfactory condition, and the new 
régime has felt no desire to patronize it on ac- 
count of the “inhospitable atmosphere sur- 
rounding it.’ The Governor, however, does 
not favorthe proposition to close the institu- 
tion. He says, on the contrary, that the pledges 
of 1890, in regard to fostering it, must be sa- 
crediy kept. 

Under the head of “Assessment of Property ” 
the Governor refers to the Judges who decided 
against the State in the bank cases, which 
played such an important part in the recent 
State campaign, as follows: “ As long as the 
judiciary misinterpret the law, override it, or 
indulge in judicial legislation, all effort to se- 
cure equglity in taxation, the protection of 
life and property, and a fair and impartial ad- 
ministration will be in vain.’”’ 

He goes on to say: “ Very few men believe 
that any private citizen would have received 
the consideration given the banks, and, though 
I stand ready to accord all corporations equal- 
ity before the law, I cannot remain silent while 
the laws are trampled under foot and see them 
accorded privileges which a private citizen feels 
he cannot obtain.” 

The message deals at length with the question 
of prohibition, which is a leading one in the 
State now. The Governor — out some of 
the obstacles in the way of forcing prohibition. 
Referring to the statutory prohibitions in re- 
gard to “spreeing’”’ in barroows and selling 
whisky to minors he says: ‘* Our solicitors, our 
Judges, our juries, sworn officers of the law, see 
= know these things and yet they do noth- 
ng.’ 
One difficulty he mentions is the probability 
of a desperate political struggle between the 
probibitionists and the antis two years hence, 
with an appeal to the negro as the balance of 

wer. 

The Governor recommends that the Legislat- 
ure consider the matter of the establishment of 
a soldiers’ home for Confederate survivors. In 
conclusion he reminds the Legislature that the 
stringency of the times demands the moat rigid 
economy. Herecommends salaries instead of 
fees for county officers and areduction of sal- 
aries all along the line.

QUITE A CASUAL EPISODE 


ME. FORD A COOL HAND AT SHOOT- 
ING BURGLARS. 








HE HITS ONE EVERY FIRE IN THE DARK 
—MRS. FORD CALMLY COMFORTS THE 
WOUNDED MAN AFTER ALL IS OVER 
—FIRST CAPTURE IN A SERIES OF 
DEPREDATIONS ON LONG ISLAND. 


Bensonuvnst, L. L, Nov. 22.—Burglars have 
been operating here and hereabout with some 
success lately. They have entered houses, 
packed up clothing and silver and disappeared, 
and the local Hawkshaws have been unable to 
find any trace of them. 

But the pair that broke into the house of Will- 
jam G. Ford, at Twenty-second Avenue and 
Cropsey Avenue early this morning, selected 
the wrong house and tackled the wrong people. 
One of them got away, it is true, but Mr. Ford 
made a target of the other one, and, while he 
didn’t hit the bull’s eye—that is he didn’t xill— 
he made the excellent score of four out of a pos- 
sible four, and in the dark, too. 

Mr. Ford is a civil engineer and an editor. Re 
conducts the former business in an office in the 
Real Estate Exchange Building, on Montague 
Street, Brooklyn. As an editor he produces 
once a week in Bath Beach a publication called 
the Inspector, which is inscribed as “‘ devoted to 
the interests of New-Utreoht."”” Mr. Ford is not 
alarge man. He weighs about 130 pounds and 
is slight in build, has asmall dark mustache, 
and, when he isn’t asleep or fighting burglars, 
he wears eyeglasses. He is about thirty-five 
years old and lives with his pretty young wife, 


who, like her husband, has an abundance of 
nerve and coolness, in a Queen Anne cottage 
almost within a stone’s throw of the bay. 

They were asleepon the second tloor, ina room 
adjoining a front sitting room, when, about 2:30 
o'clock this morning, Mr. Ford was awakened 
by some one moving about in the sitting room. 
Thinking it might be the servant, Mr. Ford 
— out from the bed, “Is that you, Mag- 
giet’’ 

“Yes,” answered a man’s hoarse voice, “ it’s 
me, Maggie.”’ 

Mr. lord jumped from the bed, grabbed a re- 
volver that lay on the bureau olose by, and ran 
into the sitting room. ‘Tne burglar, taking 
fright, rushed for the stairs, just outside the sit- 
ting room. As he was aboutto descend in the 
dark, Mr. Ford fired and hit himinthe thigh. 
Down the stairs stumbled the burglar, Mr. Ford 
inhot pursuit. On the way down the latter 
fired again. the ball striking and tearing two 
fingers of the burglar’s left hand. 

As the intruder dashed from the little hallway 
at the footof the stairs into the parier a third 
shot struck him in the leftleg. He ran into the 
dining room, which 1s separated from the parlor 
by portiéres. Mr. Ford fired the fourth and last 
shot from the parlor, and it passed through one 
of the portitres and grazed the burglar'’s stom- 
ach. He turned then, and running back to the 
haliway fell alongside the front door. 

Mr. Ford jumped on him and was holding him 
down as Mrs. Ford, without exhibiting nervous- 
ness, appeared at the head of the stairs with a 
lamp and asked ier husband if he was all right. 

* Yes,” replied Mr. lord. ** Hello!’ he added, 
‘*he’s got a revolver, too. Giveitup,’’ he said 
to the burglar, and it was handed over. 

Mrs. Ford descended the stairs and, holding 
the lamp over him, calmly observed their un- 
welcome visitor. He was a young fellow, rough- 
ly dressed. The wife asked hii if he was badly 
hurt. He said he didn’t know how badly, and 
he added that he wished “that fellow” hadn’t 
got him into ‘* this scrape.’’ 

‘*Was there another one?” asked Mr. Ford. 

“Yes,” said the injured man. “He staid 
down stairs.”’ 

Mr. Ford made a search through the lower 
rooms, while Mrs. Ford staid by the burglar 
and sympathetically told him that she was 
sorry that he was in pain, but that he oughtn’t 
to try. to rob people. Mr. Ford found nothing 
except evidence that the two men had got in by 
prying open one of the kitchon windows. 

They must have worked quietly, for Maggie, 
the servant, sleeps in a room adjoining the 
kitchen, and she did not awaken until the shots 
were fired. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ford, in their forgiving good- 
heartedness, helped the burgjar up stairs, and, 
whilé Maggie was getting him a glass of wine, 
Mrs. Ford opened a rear window and cried, 
calmly and eng HY ‘“*Help! Burglars! ”’ 
Neighbors Robert Sherwood aud John Jepson 
arrived in a few minutes. After hearing the 
tale and poking the injured burglarin a search 
for bullets, they decided that he had better be 
taken toa doctor. Then it was seen that he 
wore no shoes, He explained that he and his 
partner had left their shoes outside when 
they entered the house. A_ search for 
them was fruitless. The wicked partner 
had heartilessly carried them off, thinking prob- 
ably, when he heard the shots, that his friend 
would never need shoes again. Mr. Ford sup- 
plied a pair of slippers to the man he had just 
been shooting at, and the burglar, supported 
by Mr. Sherwood and Mr. Jepson, after reply- 
jug to Mrs. Ford’s pleasant ‘‘Good night,” 
walked the short distance to Dr. Demund's. 
There it was seen that his wounds were not 
serious. 

In the meantime word had been sent to the 
New-Utrecht Town Hall, and about 6 o'clock 
Constables Cormick, Flanagan, and James 
Clineh pppcered in a waxon. They sent for 
Justice Charles A. Conrady, who responded at 
once and committed the prisoner to the Town 
Hall jail, where he is now. There he said he 
was James Buckley, nineteen years old, & print- 
er, living at 633 East Twelfth Street, New- 
York. The name of his companion, be said, was 
John Reardon. He described Reardon as be- 
longing in New-York and twenty-four years 
old, but older in crime, and declared that Rear- 
don had induced him to engage in this affair, 
which was his first experience as a burglar. He 
will be arraigned for examinationin a few days. 

In spite of his atatement, the authorities be- 
lieve that he is one of a gangthat has been 
operating in this vicinity, and that he was con- 
cerned in the robbing of the house of Mr. Lucky, 
about four blocks from Mr. Ford’s, on last Sun- 
day night. Search is being made for the others 
of the gang. 

After their burglar had been taken away, Mr. 
and Mrs. Ford ascertained that the other man 
nad carried off a few spoons and knives and 
forks. Mr. Ford went to business in Brooklyn 
as usual this morning, and Mrs. Ford, when 
seen by a TIMES reporter this afternoon, was as 
calm as if there hadn’t been a burglar within a 
thousand miles of her. She spoke of her expe- 
rience, smilingly, as ‘‘an interesting episode.”

NO DANGER FROM THE COMET. 


— => 
THE EARTH COULD PASS THROUGH IT 
AND SUSTAIN NO HARM. 


PRINCETON, N. J., Nov. 22.—“ The comet now 
visible near the nebula of Andromeda, instead 
of approaching the earth, is, in all probability, 
receding fromit,” said Professor Young in an 
interview with a reporter of the Associated 
Press to-day, ‘‘and, furthermore, according to 
the latest data, itis not a fragment of Biela’s 
comet, as earlier data had led many astrono- 
mers to suppose.” 

Continuing, the Princeton astronomer said: 
“ While the path of the comet at first apparent- 
ly coincided with that of Bicla’s comet, a 
daily-increasing variation has been noted, and 
the observations made indicate strongly the 
contrary of the reports heretofore made public 
by the newspapers. Whether the comet is ap- 
proaching or receding from the earth will not 
be definitely proved until Saturday, when the 
earth’s path crosses that of Biela’s comet some 
twenty-four hours ahead of that body, making 
it impossible thata collision should occur. 

In view of the sensational reports current, a 
few facts brought out by careful observation of 
the comet may prove of interest. In the first 
place, the comet lacks the usual nucleus, con- 
centric spheres, aud envelopes, which are so 
prominent in other bodies of a like character; 
secondly, its density is iess than that of the so- 
called vacuum in the globe of an incandescent 
electric lamp, and, lastly, the spectroscopic ob- 
servations indicate that the particles of the 
comet, which vary in size from that of a pebble 
to that of a large boulder, are shining with 
light reflected from the sun. 

“All these facts go toshow that the comet is 
in a quiescent state, and should the earth pass 
through it—for it is probably some 3,000 miles 
in diameter—the effect would be only that ¢f an 
unusually-brilliant shower of meteorites, a few 
of which would possibly reach the earth, while 
most of them would be fused by the intense 
heat generated while passing through the at- 
mosphere. In fact, a heavy thunderstorm 
would be attended with greater mortality, in all 
probability.” 

Boston, Nov. 22.—A telegram from Mr. W. R. 
Brooks of Geneva, N. Y., announced the discov- 

ery of an object suspected to be a comet on the 
night of Nov. 19. Search for it at Harvard Col- 
lexe Observatory on the night of Noy. 20 by Mr. 
Reed confirmed the discovery. It was observed 
Monday evening by Mr. O. C. Wendell, assistant 
at the observatory, the following being the po- 
sition: Nov. 21,.895 Greenwich mean time; 
right ascension, 12 hours59 minutes 15 sec- 
onds; declination north, 13 degrees 50 minutes 
27 seconds, The comet has a slow southerly 
motion.

THE SURPRISING WHEAT CROP OF MI\- 
NESOTA AND THE DAXOTAS. 


8r. PAuL, Minn., Nov. 22.—The discovery has 
just been made that the wheatcrop of Minne- 
sota and the Dakotas is many millions of bush- 
éls above all estimates. The receipts yesterday 
at Twin City elevators were over 1,100 cars, the 
heaviest day’s business of the season, but on 
many other days during tho past month re- 
ceipts have run up to nearly 1,000 cars.

They are all at sea regarding 
what they are toexpect. They have been esti-

Those 
who put their figures at 100,000,000 have 
added from 10,000,000 tuo 20,000,000 more, 
and thuse who tigured higher than that 
originally have gone up as high as 1380,- 
00U,000 or more now. On the basis of the re- 
ope up to date, they cannotdo anything else 
and be at ali consistent with their previous 
philosophy. 

One prowinent elevator manager who started 
the season with a very modest estimate has 
pushed it up to the 130,000,0U0 mark already, 
und declares that in his honest belief he will 
have to add on a few millions more before he 
gets through.

THE AGITATION ON THE SUBJECT 

SPREADING ALL OVER THE STATE. 

Torrka, Kan., Nov. 22.—W. R. Hopkins, Re- 
publican Representative-elect, and a candidate 
for Speaker of the House, was in the city to-day 
in the interest of the State-division scheme. He 
reports that the west is practically unanimous 
for the division, and that he has enlisted the 
support of twenty members from the eastern 
portion of the State. 

The defeat of the constitutional convention, 
he declares, has greatly aided them.

CINCINNATI, Nov. 22.—Now that the authori- 
tative announcement has been made that a new 
Republican morning newspaperis to enter the 
fleld here some time next month, independent 
Democrats and Republicans are earnestly dis« 
oussing the advisability of starting a morning 
paper to be conducted on the same lines as THe 
New-York TIMEs, 9 paper to be run in the in- 
terests of the public, and in pronounced opposi- 
tion to all political gangs. In conversation 
to-day with Mr. Harris Van Nes, a wealthy Ger 
mean-American Independent, on the floor of the 
Produce Exchange, County Clerk Peasley, an 
Independent Democrat of high social standing 
and also a warm admirer of Grover Cleveland, 
said: 

“Tf we had had a Democratic morning paper | 
n this city like THe New-YOoRK TIMES We 
should have carried Hamilton County, and Ohio 
would have been in line for Mr. Cleveland. Our 
candidates did not receive any assistance from 
the morning papers.” 

Lawyer Charlea T. Greve said: “I thimk a 
two-cent Democratic morning newspaper start. 
edif Cincinnati would be a big success in @ 
short time.’’ 

Mr. Greve is a cultivated, able young lawyer, 
who was nominated by the local Democratic 
machine for Congress in the First District, ap- 
parently that he might be slaughtered at the 
polls. Heis known throughout the county a 
an ardent supporter of Mr. Cleveland. A friend 
of Mr. Greve, in referring to the recent cam: 
paign, said: 

“The Democratic machine in Hamilton 
County did not command the contidence of in- 
dependent Democrats and Republicans who 
voted for Mr. Cleveland, and so the machine 
could not raise any money of any account. The 
local Demooratic paper, whioh is in accord with 
the machine, was for seven weeks silent editori- 
ally concerning the nominations of Messrs. 
Greve and Bowler, two. Cleveland men who 
were nominated for Congress. For weeks the 
paper was silent editorially concerning the can- 
didacy of Grover Cleveland.” 

“Ifan Associated Press franchise could be 
secured for Cincinnat!,” said Mr. Van Nes, “I 
believe that alone I could secure $200,000 
toward the amount necessary to start a two 
cent morning Democratic newspaper, which 
would undoubtedly command the support of 
hosts of voters who are opposed to political 
gangs. Hamilton County has a population of 
400,000 souls. Within a radius of less than 100 
miles of Cinecinnatia new morning newspaper 
conducted after the style of THxu NEW-YORK 
Times could appeal to over 500,000 people. We 
have no Democratic morning newspaper in 


Hamilton County. In the last campaign Mr 
Cleveland did not have the support ot a Demo- 
cratic daily in this city.” 

Similar statements were made to THE Times’s 
correspondent by various solid men of Cincin- 
nati. One of the number said: 

“There are ten daily papers issued in this 
city, six printed in the German language. There 
are two evening newspapers and two morning 
papers printed in English, We want badly 
pot a mere morning paper, but a morning 
newspaper, for social as well as political rea- 
sons. We want a newspaper that will not be 
offensive to good taste. Let me illustrate” — 
and here the speaker picked up a newspaper 
file. “Here is a specimen of the way Cinoin- 
nati papers treat local events. The Cuvier Clab 
had a dinner recentiy, and the Cincinnati re- 
porter revels in descriptions of dinners. In New- 
York oysters are not regarded with reverence, 
nor are they here, except by the papers. Yet 
the Cincinnati scribe grabs his pen when oysters 
are served, and picturesquely writes as follows: 

“* First on the menu were the oysters, fat, solemn, 
andsilent. They layin artistic confusion in a cir- 
cular depreasion ina huge block of crystalline ice, 
quietly taking on a delicious degree of frigidity that 
was soothing to the palate, hot and dry with antici- 
pated delight.’ ” 

Glancing again atthe description of the Cu- 

vier dinner, the speaker said: ‘‘ From a read- 
ing of this sortof thing, people East would ba 
apttothink thatoysters and snipe are great 
Gelicacies in Cincinnati, and that we are very 
ill-bred persons. Hear what our local historian 
says about broiled snipe: 
“*The punch finished, the servers came forth with 
tiny plates, each bearing a triumph of the chef's art 
in the form of a snipe, broiled, laid on a bed of toast, 
and dampened with a modicum of port wine sauce. 
The gourmands smiled as they tore the tender little 
breasts and tasted the glorious flavor of the tiny 
little bira, and, as they smacked their lips, passed a 
favorable verdict.’ 

“Imagine a party of gentlemen smacking 
their lips in unison after eating enipe,’’ ex- 
claimed the irritated critio of the Cincinnati 
historian. He paused for &® moment as if to 
take breath, and then resumed: “ if an East- 
ern newspaper man wrote in that style about a 
Manhattan Club dinner, I have no doubt his 

aper would fire him out. [readinthe New- 

York papers & pleasing series of reports about 
the chrysanthemum show in yourcity. Well, 
we hada tlower show here, and how did the 
papers treatit? Everything that the reporter 
here sees suggests something to eat, and so in 
writing of our chrysanthemum show a local 
scribe said: 

“*Tnere is no valid reason why the chrysanthemum, 
either as a hot vegetable ora cold salad, should not 
be added to the civilized cuisine in all countries, and 
there would seem to be every probability in this 
country at least, should chrysanthemums become 
popular as an adjunct to our bills of fare, of a very 
extensive supply of the towers being available for 
the delight of a novelty-seeking and hungry public. 
Boiled and eaten hot, chrysanthemum flowers are 
said to be delicious. Why not!’ 

“What was the result of this tom-fool ad- 
vice?’ exclaimed the oritic, when he finished 
reading. ‘*‘ Why, a party of young women re- 
siding on Waluut Hills boiled and ate a potfal 
of chrysanthemums, and a physician had to be 
called to attend tothem. ‘Fortunately for the 
young women, the newspapers did not get on to 
the case. These young women cannot look at a 
chrysanthemum now without feeling faint. We 
can place no contidence in what we read. Let 
me illustrate again. Cincinnati has within its 
borders a large number of oultivated lovers of 
music. We want to patronize good singers and 
good mousicians. In reading the musical notices 
loften tind some such misleading announce- 
ment as this, concerning a performer who in 
New-York could not earn enough to pay for hes 
washing by singing. Lot me read: 

““*We will have a genuine treat this weok in hear- 
ing Miss Blank sing. She has tho finest voice of 
auy woman in America, and if she had not been born 
in this country would have been acknowledged tha 
equal of Patti in her best daya.” 

“A few days ago,” said the critic, as halighted 
afresh cigar, ‘‘ Jack Chinn, » Kentucky turf- 
man, drew a dirkknife and tried to disembowel 
a &t. Louis man. Inthe report of the uncom- 
non incidentour papers announced somewhat 
regretfully that Chinn had been shot, and then 
in a most respectful way told how he had used 
his dirk on former occasions. Having described 
Chinn’s bloody exploits, and probably feeling 
that he might be offended gver the references to 
his little eccentricities, thé local historian said 
admiringly: 

“* Chinn is @ man of desperate conrage, a terrible 
enemy, and a devoted friend. On the running turf 
Jaok Chinn is much liked and respected. Few men 
hare more fast friends than Jack Chinn, because he 
made it a point to deserve them.’

TO BE A SALVATIONIST. 





HER PARENTS DEDICATE HER TO THE 
CAUSE OF THE ARMY AND FIGHTING 
ITS BATTLES—UNIQUE CEREMONY 
WITNESSED IN MUSIC HALL -AT THE 
SALVATION ARMY MEETING. 


Had the seating capacity of Carnegie Music 
Hall been one-third greater it could not have 
accommodated all the men, women, ané@ chil- 
dren who sought to gain admission last night. 
The Salvation Army had its second public meet- 
ing there in connection with the Continental 
Congress opened Monday. 

The subject announced for the meeting was 
“ Sacrifice for Humanity,’’ and the special event 
which called for such a text was the public dedi- 
cation of Commander and Mrs. Booth’s tbree- 
week#old daughter to the service of God and 
the work of the Salvation Army. This is the 
second child Mr. and Mrs. Booth have so conse- 
crated. 

It was about 8 o'clock when the Commander 
and his wife stepped upon the stage, coming 
from one of the side entrances. The officers 
and soldiersof the army had preceded them, 
andas many as could be seated were banked 
upon the stage. Tothe left were the musi- 
cians, to the right the officers from the West, 
and in the centre men and women soldiers and 
a group of the workers who have some peculiar 
dress, among them “Joe the Turk,” “ Happy 
George,” Lieut. Marsh inthe costume of India, 
swnother officer with the dress of a Spanish cava- 
lier, and half adozen men whose rather odd and 
Striking uniforms made up an unusual picture 
for any stage. 

The Commander was given a volley, as it is 


called—a greatshouting, drumming, tooting on 
horns, waving of banners, flags, and handker- 
chiefs. First of all in theregular programme, 
the consolidated bands played “Onw ard, 
Christian Soldier.” Then after a pray- 
er by Commander Booth, Continental 
Captain Bjorksten sang “Step by Step,’’ the 
chorus on the stage and the people in the au- 
dience joining in. After this song Commander 
Booth announced the proceedings so many were 
eager to witness. He said: 

** There is a ceremony in this meeting to-night 
that lam glad to take part in, and that is the 
dedication of our little daughter to the Lord 
Jesus Christ and to the work of the Salvation 
Army. We believe and seek to propagate the 
doctrine that all we have belongs to the 
Lord, and that it is our duty to give all 
We possess over to Him. There is nothing sen- 
timenta! in this, nothing’that is notin earnest 
and from the heart. Had not my precious 
mother dedicated myself and others of our fam- 
ly to the blessed work, I feel that the Salvation 
Army would not have gained the strength and 
the power of doing good that now ‘belongs to it. 

“1t was alla sacrifice to humanity, and such 
has been our aim. I hold thatitis such sacri- 
lice that does good. This dedication to-night 
is a real, tangible sacrifice, like the one of olden 
times, when Abraham offered up his son.”’ 

The commander then asked that the audience 
make no demonstration, aud while the chorus 
softly sang, “lead me, kindly lead me,” Mra, 
Booth, who had withdrawn, stepped upon the 
stage, bearing in her arms her infant 
danghter. The child was dressed in long 
white robes and wrapped about with 
a white cloak, with oa red _ beading. 
Across the front of the robe was a ribbon with 
the words “God's Own” worked upon it. Mra. 
Booth walked to the centre of the stage, Where 
her husband was standing, and then moved to 
his left. Two ollicers, one bearing the Ameri- 
can fiag and the other the British flag, arranged 
themselves op the side of the father and the 
7 oye respectively. Commander Booth then 
said: 

‘Comrades and friends, this is the second 
child we have dedicated to the service of God. 
The Rev. Joseph Coy held me when an infant 
and prayed that the mantie of Christ might fall 
upon me,and so I pray now that the Lord’s 
blessing may fall upon this little one.”’ 

The commander then then took the infant in 
bis arms and said: ** Myrtie Theodera Booth, in 
the name of God the Father and God the Son 
and God the Holy Ghost, in the presence of 
this vast assembly, I consecrate you to the 
service of God and the Salvation Army. May 
the blessing of God rest upon you! ”’ 

Here the commander paused, and looking 
down into the child's face, said: “ Sheis Jook- 
ing at mo; in fact, has not had her eyes off mo 
since | took her into my arms. She is trying to' 
smile. This little dress she weura, if my wife 
will permit me to mention it, was made for me 
by my grandmother—that was, of course, ata 
time when | was not quite solong as I am now.” 

Continuing the long programme that had been 
provided for the meeting, Capt. Marsh led a 
song the words of which he had composed, ‘“‘ We 
Are as Happy as Happy as Can Be.”’ The sol- 
diers and the audience soon learned the chorus, 
and ata command there was a beating of time 
with handclapping all over the honse, 

The head of the brigade which works among 
the slums, Major Emma Lown, gave an account 
of the special mission she had undertaken, and 
told of some of the experiences she has had in 
the low drinking places in the big cities. 

“Joe the Turk,” who goes abontin the dress 
of a subject of the Sultan and carries a red, blue, 
and yellow umbrella bearing various Scriptural 
texts, was called upon for a speech. “ Joo’’ 
seemed to enjoy the honor and stood upon the 
silage rubbing bis hands and dancing up and 
down waiting fora chance to start on his ad- 
dress. 

““Joe’s” English is somewhat imperfect, but 
he managed to tell about the time he had in an 
[llinois town getting a salvation corps installed. 
He finally succeeded in living down the objec- 
tion of the Mayor, got him out of town, in fact, 


and won the Mayor's title himaclf, had 
ali the people on his side, and made a 
complete capture. ‘“‘Joe” punctured his re- 


marks with *‘ Amens,” ‘* Praised be the Lord!” 
and exclamations of a like nature. He was 
sententious, too. “Takes aman or woman of 
backbone to serve the Lord; any fool can follow 
the devil.” “I makeup my mind the devil hum 
mine and I hum the devil. Praisedbe the Lord! ” 
These were four ef his sentences. 

Lieut. Mareh of India gave an account of how 
the Saivation Army works in that far-off 
possession of the British. Then came a general 
colisction. The Commander said the Congress 
would cost $3,600, and he expected a good 
part to come from the friends of the 
army. One New-York man in the audience 
subscribed $200, and a man from Chicago 
doubled the amount. Other large subscriptions 
were made, in all something over $1,000. Be- 
fore the meeting ended the chief of the auxil- 
jary corps, Capt. Marshal, was presented with 
a stand of colors. There was more singing, 
addresses by various officers, and music by the 
soloists in the various corps. 

At the two councils of the wey! held yester- 
day morning and afternoon in Lenox Lyceum 
two questions were discussed. The first was 
the Saivation Army and saloons and the second 
open-air meetings. Commander Booth said 
that the army at present was not dealing thor- 
oughiy enough with drunkardé as individuals, 
and was having too much to do with respect- 
able sinners. 

It was resolved that hereafter every Saturday 
night throughout the United States Salvation 
Army temperance meetings should be held at 
all barracks in the place of regular meetings, 
and that afterward each corps Visitsaloons. It 
was also resolved to hold more meetings in 
jails and to have a greater number of meetings 
\n the open air. 

At the council there was a public banquet at 
the Lenox Lyceum, and the hundreds of soldiers 
had a merry time at the tables, singing as they 
ate and joining in the various choruses started 
by the leaders. After the banquet a torchlight 
procession was formed, and marching through 
Fifty-ninth Btrect, to Sixth Avenue, to Forty- 
fifth Street, to Eighth Avenue, to Fifty-seventh 
Street, the soldiers arrived at Music Hall 

At 11:30 A. M. yesterday there was a parade 
of the officers which attracted much attention 
on Broadway. The procession started from the 
varracks in West Fourteenth Street, marched 
to Fifth Avenue, to Twenty-third Street, to 
Broadway, and back to the barracks. 

There will be two sessions of the council to- 
day at the Lenox Lyceum, and to-night the Con- 

gress will close with a public meeting in Asso- 
ciation Hall, Twenty-third Street and Fourth 
Avenue.

4 STUBBORN FIRE, 


—_@——— 
A FOURTH ALARM SOUNDED, 
HEAVY LOSSES, 


A fire that was hard to fight occurred yester- 
day in the five-story brick building 11 and 13 
East Fourth Street, just near the corner of La- 
fayette Place. 

Policeman Thomas O’Connell of the Mercer 
Street Station was the firat to notice the tiny 
putts of smoke issuing from the crevices of the 
windows on the second story of the building, 
occupied, together with the third floor, by Men- 
de! Brothers, clothiers. 

Thinking it was but a small affair, he gave the 
“still alarm” to the engine house in Great 
Jones Street, but by the time the company had 
got to the fire it found that it was no child's 
play after all, and a second alarm, quickly fol- 


lowed by a third, had to be sent ont. 

The first floor and basement are occupied by 
Richard H, Adams, importer of tailors’ trim- 
mings. 

The fire, with plenty of combustible material 
to feed upon, gained ground rapidly. It spread 
right through the entire depth of the big build- 
ing, 80me 100 feet, and when at 9:30 a fourth 
alarm was sent eut it was none too soon. 

The smoke arising from the burning cloth was 
of a peculiar density, and the firemen had great 
tronble to effectively direct their streams. 

About 9:45 the gases generated in the build- 
ing exploded with aloud report while the fire- 
men were at work on the ladders in front of the 
building, bringing down the two upper floors with 
a@ crash. Some brickwork fell out into the street, 
but by a miracle none of the men were injured. 

No. 1l abuts on the same courtyard as does 
the Canda House, a large lodging house, which 
is 17 Lafayette Place. There was much excite- 
mentamong the guests at the Canda House, 
some of whom had gone to bed, when they saw 
that the flames had spread to within 20 or 30 
feet of them. The flremen, however, quickly 
allayed their fears by running four lines of hose 
up through the stairway to the roof of the 
Canda House extension, and from there play- 
ing their streams on the red-hot iron shutters at 
the back of the burning building. 

The moment the water touched the shutters 
they burst open like corn in a popper. 

Fears were entertained for some time for the 
big six-story building next to the blazing struct- 
ure on the corner of Fourth Street and Lafay- 
ette Place, the two first floors of which are oc- 
cupied by Stich Brothers, hats, and the other 
three by Morris Sampter, clothier. A fire-proof 
wall between the two buildings did its work 
nobly, and it escaped without injury, as dia No. 
¥, on the other side, occupied by G. L. Cowen. 

Deputy Chief Reilly, who wasin command at 
10:15, announced that the fire was under con- 
trol and gave the “call-off,” which took away 
all the engines that came on the second, third, 
and fourth alarms. 

The total loss was estimated at $75,000, the 
brunt of which, putting aside the loss of the 
building which is owned by Sampler, who occu- 
pied the fourth and fifth floors, will fall upon 
Adame, who had a big share of his stock de- 
stroyed. Mendel Brothers had not much stock, 
and will not lose much. e

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THE CONVICT LEASE SYSTEM. 





A QUESTION FOR THE ALABAMA LEG- 
ISLATURE TO SETTLE. 


Svectal to The Associated Press. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Nov. 22.—The sixty days’ 
session of the Legislature of Alabama saw the 
introduction of a bill which will do away 
with the convict lease system in this State. 
There is no doubt but that the bill will 
pass in some form or other. That isthe opinion 
of Mr. MeQueen of Jefferson County, who in- 
troduced the bill He says the sentiment of the 
State is ripe for it. If the bill does not pass, he 
says that Alabama will go through the same 
bitter experience which disgraced Tennessee. 

“For months we have been sitting upona 
powder mine,”’ said Mr, McQueen. “Each day 


we have been afraid that the free miners would 
rise up and free the convicts. ithas only been 
with most extraordinary efforta that we have 
Just now 
they are quiet, butitis the quietness born of 
determination to take matters into their own 
‘hands if the Legislature does not right the great 
wrong.” 

There are in Alabama about 3,000 convicts 
who are leased to the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
Company, the same corporation which leased 
the convict minersin Tennessee. The mining 
country takes in part of the counties of Jeffer- 
s0n, Walker, Tusealoosa, Blount, and Shelby. 
There 15,000 free miners have been made 
miserable by the convicts. About 75 
per cent. of the convicts are negroes. 
The company a the Btate on aD ; 
average $8 per month for each convict and it: 
demands from him a task of five tons a day, 
After he has finished his task he may work for 
himself, receiving 30 cents a ton for all he may 
mine. The free miner receives 50 cents a ton. 
In the dull seasons the convicts, naturally, do 
all the work, and the Pratt Mines, for instanéo, 
can sell coal 10 cents a ton cheaper than any , 
other mine during the Summer. 

The free miners say that the convicts derange 

everything and make is impossible for them to 

getatairliving. They have complained loud 

andlong. This year not & man went to the. 
Legislature from the mining counties who 

ha not pledged himself to do every- 

thing in his power to do away with the 

leasing of the convicts, and the free miners 

have said that if this is not done they will set 

the convicts free, as was done in Tenyesses. _ 
And there are bitter complaints also from 

those who live in the mining counties and 

have nothing to do directly with mining. 

They say that many of the convicts settle there 

after they have served their time because they 

can make more money there than they oan else- 

where, and thus it has eome about that lawless 

communities have sprung up and crime has 

greatly increased. The criminal records of the, 
counties prove this. 

The billdoing away with the old system was 

prepared by s commission which was appointed 

two years ago. Its mission was to wrestle with . 
the problem until the Legislature should meet 

again. The only objection whioh any one 

has made to the bill thus far is that it 

will take five years to completely wipe 

out the old system. Those ‘familiar with the 

matter say that it cannot be done in less time. 

The foremost reason is that the State has made 

contracts which have five years to run and then 

there is not a State prison Where the convicts 

can be placed. The only institution is at We- 

tumpa, where the sick and feeble and the 

women and children not leased are kept. 

The new bill provides thatthe convicts shall 

be placed in new institutions which shall be 

scattered over the State. It is purposed that 

some of the convicts shall become farmers, for 

there will be two or three large farms, while 

the others will be compelled to take up 

industries, like the making of wagons, farm 

machinery, wooden utensils, and other articles 

of that nature, for which there is a great de- 

mand in the South, and which are not manu- 

factured here.

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Second-Class Postage. 
The following suggestions in regard to the 
rates of postage on second-class matter are | 
made in George P. Rowell & Co.’s Printer’s. Ink: 

The terms and conditions of the law should 
be so definite as to be easily understood. It 
works great injustice and loss to publishers to 
permit the Postmaster General to construe it as 
he does at present, according to his own indi- 
vidual wishes. Favoritism and oppression have 
both been practiced in this particular by the 
present Postmaster General. This statement is 
susceptible of positive proof. An opportunity 
for such arbitrary rulings should be made im- 
possible. 

Inquiries as to what the law is should receive 
definite and comprehensive answers, supported 
by a proper reference to the sections referred 
to, and, if possible, by decisions and regulations 
bearing upon the questions under considera- 
tion.

THREE COURT-MARTIAL CASE. 


—_—__——— 
PROBABILITIES IN THE CASES OF SULLI- 
VAN, DANFORTH, AND MEEKER. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—The Secretary of the 
Navy has before him the three court-martial 
cases involving Passed Assistant Engineer G, 
W. Danforth, Paymaster H. R. Sullivan, and 
Capt. E. P. Meeker of the Marine Corps. 

The Secretary to-day discussed the Sullivan 
couse with that officer’s attorney. Itis pretty 
generally believed about the department that 
Mr. Sullivan has been sentenced to dismissal on 
account of the various charges on which he 
was found guilty by the court, and which in- 
cluded embezzlement of funds. It is likely that 
the Secretary will mitigate this sentence io a 


long suspension and the retention of present 
number on the grade of Paymasters during the 
term of suspension. 

The Secretary has not yet taken up the Dan- 
forth case. This officer has been found guilty of 
the single charge of disobedience of orders, and 
the coart, a majority of whose members were 
line officers and somewhat unjustly chosen, bas 
sentenced him to alight punisnment, probably 
not more than a year’s aan on leave pay. 
Just what effect this will have on the naval of- 
ticers who are interested in the case as ap evi- 
dence of insubordination Of staff to the line is 
open to conjecture. The staff officers have not 
looked for the acquittal of Danforth, for the 
reason that their belief has been that there was 
too much prejudice in the lime to give the ac- 
cused an impartial trial. 

The line officers seemed to regard the case as 
one which would settle the matter of superior- 
ity between the line and staff and aiford an 
illustration of the necessity for some under- 
standing of the relations of line and staff olfi- 
cers on board ship. The feature that the staif 
ofticers have resen most has been the evident 
purpose of their antagonists to secure a prece- 
dent whereby a junior line officer has anthority 
over a senior staff oflieer. The Danforth case, 
to the minds of the unprejudiced, will settle 
nothing. It will only serve to widen a breach 
which has existed for years. 

In the Meeker case, it is believed at the de- 
partment, Mr. Tracy will set aside the sen- 
tence of the Chicago court and restore Capt. 
Meeker to duty. If this is done, it will devolve 
upon the department to perform the somewhat 
unique task of reprimanding Admiral ker 
and the Captain of the Chicago, McGlensey, for 
their illegal performance in publ ely reprimand- 
ing Meeker and then insisting upon his trial by . 
court-martial. The rough draft of suck.¢ letter 
is understood to be in preparation a 2 de- 
partment against the time when the Secretar, 
Bhgll need it as a complement of his disapprova 
of the Meeker sentence. 

The department, with this case before it, will 
not administer a public reprimand to these two 
officers, so the ‘‘inaulting letter,” as uncon- 
cerned officers term it, will not be made_public, 
It will go upon the official files of the depart-* 
ment, and will count against the recipients 
when the time comes for considering them for’ 
promotion or favor,

“THE STEAMER’s BRIDGE SMASHED AND 

THE LOOKOUT INJURED. 


The North German Lloyd steamship Saale, 
nine days out from Southampton, arrived in 
port yesterday with a splintered bridge and 
some remarkable tales of the sea. 

The Saale sailed from Southampton Nov. 13 
with nearly an even thousand steerage pas- 
sengers and twelve second-cabin passengers on 
board. Ali wens well with her for the first 
three days, and then came signs of troublous 
times ahead. The slow and ominous fall of the 
barometer portended a gale of unusual violence. 
Midnight of Nov. 16 saw the big steamship 
pitching deeply in the waves rolled up by a 
furious westerly gale. The forward decks were 


constantly awash, and the men on watch sought 
such shelter as they could find from the tons of 
flying spray which swept over the bows. 

The lookout was withdrawn from his usual 
— on the forward part of the forecastle, and 

irected to take his station in the crow’s neston 
the foremast well above the deck. The gale 
continued with increasing fury, and the waves 
rolled higher and heavier out of the darkness. 
Steaming slowly against the gale, the bow of 
the big liner was one moment tossed high in air 
and the next was sweeping dewnward into a 
watery abyss. 

A little before 2 o’clook one of the giant surges 
carried the bow high in air, and before the ia- 
boring vessel could recover from the succeeding 
headlong plunge the bow was completely bur- 
fed beneath another of the tumbling ridges. 
The wavé came rolling aft, carrying every- 
thing before it. The lookout, olinging to 
the crow’s nest, was one of ite victims. The 
ma&n, Carl Schwoon by name, was swept out of 
his elevated perch and dashed unconscious 
against a stairway a hundred feet distant from 
the place where he had been on the lookout. 
Other members of the crew had narrow escapes 
from being carried overboard. 

When the passengers awoke the following 
morning—if, indeed, any of them had slept— 
they found that they were prisoners between 
decks. The hatches were battened down and 
hone but the men on watch were aliowed on 
the spar deck. 

Throughout the day the gale gave no sign of 
abating. Alongin the afternoon another wall 
of water came curling over the starboard side. 
It struck the bridge, snapping its iron stan- 
‘ohions and splintering the wood work. After the 
unfortunate experience of the night be- 
fore, the lookout had been stationed still 
urther aft, and at this time was on the 
Tidge. He received injuries that necessitated 
his removal to tha hospital. Chief Officer Rich- 
ter and Third Officer Helleman were also on the 
bridge and considered themselves very fortu- 
_— that the wave allowed them to remain 

ere. 

The gale blew itself out the following night 
and allowed the ship to reach port without fur- 
ther mishap.

QUICK TIME TO WASHINGTON. 





RIVALRY BETWEEN THE PENNSYLVANIA 
AND BALTIMORE AND OHIO. 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 22.—The contest between the 
Pennsylvania Railroad and the Baltimore and Ohio 
for the fastest regular time between New-York and 
Washington goes bravely on. 

Fifteen years ago John W. Garrett made the pre- 
diction that the trip would be reduced to five hours, 


tosee the day. Some laughed at his words, but they 
laugh no longer. For nearly two years the run has 
been made in that limit, and now the announcement 
is s6nt Out that the Pennsylvania will put on a train 
whioh will carry passengers from New-York to 
Washingtonin about four hours anda half, From 
New-York to Philadelphia the ninety miles will be 
run in ninety minutes, and from Philadelphia to 
Washington the 138 miles will be run at fifty miles 





an hour. This will be the fastest service in the 
world, 


When the Baltimore and Ohio cut down the time 
about two years agoit wasable to beat the Penn- 
sylvania largely because its line was several miles 
shorter. its new line between Baltimore and Phiia- 
delphia was considerably straighter than the Penn- 
sylvania’s, and its, line from Baltimore to Washing- 
ton wasjnearly four miles shorter, and was such a 
fine piece of road that for years a regular service of 
forty-five-minute traing has been in operation. ‘Lhe 
Baltimore and Qhio’s greatest trouble was and is 
the transfer of its trains by ferriage over the Pa- 
tapsco iver at Baltimore, which means a delay of 
about fifteen minutes, It is, however, providing for 
the future by digging a belt-line cannes Soreee the 
heart of Baltimore, ata costof nearly $8,000,000, an 
improvement which will mot only give thé road 
geet enlarged jocal facilities and fa up-town sta- 
ion within almost a stone’s throw of the union sta- 
tion of the Pennsylvania :Road, but will also save! 
about twenty minutes on the run to Washington 
trom New-York. At present ita trains, except ond 
or two, have to back into Camden Station, which 
m eans‘a loss of time. 

The Pennsylvania met the new situation and the- 
new oompetition quietly but promptly. 1t began an 
immediate policy of straightening évery curve that 
could be straightened. It spent mearly a million dol- 
lars around Baltimore elevating its tracks into the 
city apd pertecting every point of track and tunnel. 
Between Baitimore and Wiimington the line was. 
straightened at enormous expense under the best 
engineers of the My ye and between Baltimore 
and Washington the road has been brought as near 
@ straight line as itis possible under the present oir- 
OCumstances to get. Asa result, the entire line from . 
New-York to Washington 18 now in shape for the - 
highest speed. 

But the competition does not tp here. In Presi-. 
dent Mayer’s annual report of the Baltimere and 
Ohio Road, published in HE‘ IMEs yesterday, it was- 
observed that the operating expenses reach about 
three-fourths of the gross earnings of the road, and 
that the increase in the expenditures for construo-, 
tion and betterménts was nearly $600,V00. In the

TIRE MILEAGE 18 HERE. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—The Census Office to-day ' 
issued a bulletin giving statistics of the railway 
mileage of the world in 1890. It shows that out of 
a@ total railway mileage for the world of 370,281 
miles the United States have no less than 163,697 
miles, or 44.18 per cent. of the whole, and that the 
railway mileage of the United States exceeds by 
3,493 miles the entire mileage of the Old World, 


Europe's 136,865 miles, Asia’s 14,793 miles, and 
Africa’s 8,992 miles, making an aggregate of but,

It is interesting to note the astonishing growth of 
the railway mileage of the United States from the 
census year of 15830, when there were less than 40 
miles of railways, up to 1890. In 1540 the figures 
were 2,756 miles; in 1850 they had risen to 8,671 
miles; in 1860 the total had swelled to 28,919 miles. 
The census of 1870 showed the mileage to be 49,168 
miles; that of 1880 placed the figures at 87,744 
miles; while the eleventh census figures give the 
astonishing total of 163,597 miles. 
The following shows the mileage of the world by

NEW: POINTS OF LAW,

SUIT OVER THE ESTATE OF AN AlL- 
LEGED ILLEGITIMATE SON, 


Spectal to The Associated Press. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., Nov. 22.—The Supreme 
Court of the State has ordered a new trial in 
the suit over the estate of William Robb, for 
™many years & prominent business man of 
Charleston. The oase is a curious one, and 
raises the question whether a childless, unmar- 
ried man of alleged illegitimate birth can have 
any legal heirs. 

Mr. Robb was a Scotchman, and came to this 
city many yoars ago. He died in 1885, leaving 
property valued at nearly $150,000. After de- 
vising a portion of hia estate to his partner, he 
left the remainder to “such person or persons 
and in such shares or proportions as they shall 
be entitled to the same under the laws of the 
Btate aforesaid relating to the distribution of 
tho estates of intestates.” 

Mrs. Jean Robb Muir of Woodcross, Utah, 
claimed the estate as Robb’s sister. Her claim 
was contested by the State to which the estate 


was declared escheated on the double ground, 
first, that Robb was an illegitimate child, and 
could have no heirs, and, second, that in his 


will he meant his lawful relations, and as he 
had none, being illegitimate, his unlawful re- 
lations could not take it. 

Mrs. Muir was non-suited because she was not 
able conclusively to prove the marriage of 
Robb’s father and mother, and because the 
court held there was no competent testimony 
to show who were tiie persons referred to in the 
will. The higher court now reverses this de- 
cision and orders a new trial. The case isa 
novel one and raises points new, not only in 
this State, but in this country.

It is reported from Washington that JoHN 
I. DAVENPORT and Marshal JacoBus have 
got their money for the scandalous work 
done in New-York previous to election day 
and on that day. This has been done by 
the Secretary of the Treasury, and, it is 
alleged, by the direction of the President 
in spite of the formal protest entered 
by the Hon. A. P. Fircn, Chairman of 
the House committee now investigating 
DAVENPORT’S operations—an investigation 
which DavVENPORT, with the zeal of guilt, 
has done all in his power to thwart. 
The protest was one that no self-respect- 
ing or respectable executive officer would 
have disregarded. It alleged that the ren- 
dering of the services to be paid for was 
generally denied in this city and grave 
abuses were believed to have been com- 
mitted, and asked “an opportunity to 
verify and examine” DAVENPORT’S ac- 
counts. Wecan see no honest reason for 
refusing that request, and no reason not 
dishonest for hastening the payment of the 
money.

It is good news that we are likely, after 
all, to have arace next season for the 
America’s Cup. These races have in the 
past been the means of: stimulating im- 
provements in the build, rig, and sailing of 
pleasure craft that without them would 
probably not have been made, and of excit- 
ing a far more widespread interest than 
would otherwise have prevailed in a manly 
sport. The negotiations with Lord Dun- 
RAVEN, it will be remembered, were sus- 
pended upon his requirement that, if he 
won the cup, the race with an American 
challenger should be sailed upon the same 
conditions as those ‘accorded to him. It 
is doubtful if the New-York Club had 
any right to consent to this stipulation, 
and scarcely doubtful that it would be im- 
proper for the present members so to bind 
their successors. Lord DUNRAVEN now 
modifies his proposition by stipulating that 
the possible British holder of the cup shall 
accept achallenge under the deed of gift. 
The only substantial point of difference is 
thus removed, and we may fairly expect 
to see a British challenger in New-York 
Bay during the next yachting season. 











There is something very comical in Secre- 
tary Rusk’s recommendation to farmers to 
restrict wheat production in order to keep 
up the price, being guided therein by Uncle 
JERRY’s reports. Apart from the fact that 
the average reader, farmer or other, might 
as well study a table of logarithms with 
the hope of getting light on the demand 
for wheat as to study these reports, it does 
not seem to occur to Secretary Rusk that 
he is advising his friends to do just what 
they denounce in others, viz., to seek pri- 
vate advantage from a general need. But 
the advice is harmless, becanse no one but 
the Secretary himself will regard it seri- 
ously. 





Itis hardly graceful for the Park Board 
to try toshirk responsibility in the matter 
of applying to the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment for sufiicient funds for the 
museums to enable them to keep open on 
Sunday. It is true that its estimates are 
not final, and that the amount may be in- 
creased by the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment at the intercession of the 
Museum Trustees. But the estimates are 
made and presented by the Park Commis- 
sioners, and presumably include what 
they deem necessary and proper. The 
Trustees naturally and properly look to 
them to obtain, or at least to ask for, the 
requisite funds, as the public authority 
that has cognizance of the matter and has 
official relations with the Board of Esti- 
mate. Itisan obvious disadvantage and 
discouragement not to have the provisional 
estimates adequate, as these are usually re- 
duced and. very rarely increased in the 
final apportionment. The Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment should make an 
allowance to the museums sufficient to 
enable them to continue the Sunday open- 
ing, butit was the plain duty of the Park 
Commissioners to recommend it if it had 
their approval. Their course in the matter 
has not been very dignified. 








THE REAL MONETARY CONFERENCE. 

There is a certain ironic significance in 
the fact that the International Monetary 
Conference held its opening session yester- 
day in the Palace of the Academics, at 
Brussels, since the civilized world has 
for many years agreed to give to dis- 
cussion that leads to nothing the name 
“academic.” We shall not say that all 
or even the major number of the dele- 
gates to theconference expect that their 
discussion will lead to nothing, for the 
question of silver currency has a peculiarly 
stimulating effect on the fancy of men en- 
tirely moderate and sensible as to other 
matters, and there are two classes of pro- 
fessed bimetallists who seem unable to put 
any limit to their hopes as to what may be 
done for and by their pet system. One of 
these classes is made up of theorists pure 
are in great part 
of a happy figtre of 
speech. Some one—we do not now 
recall who—once compared gold and 
silver, freely coined at a fixed ratio, to 
two reservoirs connected by a conduit in 
such fashion that whenever one was filled 
beyond a determined level the overflow 
would pass into the other until a common 
level would be restored. The fatal error in 
this figure of speech is that the coined gold 
and coined silver are not the entire stock of 
either metal, and the market price cannot 
be settled by the relations of partial stocks 
of two commodities. The other class to 
which we have referred is made up of busi- 
ness men, unaccustomed to dealing with 
large and complex masses of facts, who feel 
the uncertainties that affect the supply of 
currency, and imagine that they are caused 
by the supply of currency itself, and that 
if this ean be increased by the addition of 
coined silver it will be more stable. Men 
of both these classes are sanguine as to the 
outcome of the Brussels conference, and 
probably outnumber the others. They can- 
not, however, prevent its discussions from 
being substantially academic. 

The really interesting members of the 
conference are the delegates from Germany 
and Great Britain, because it is conceded 
even by the bimetallists that no scheme 
can be entered upon without the approval 
of the German and British Governments. 
It is to these delegates that all statements, 
arguments, and appeals must, in effect, be 
addressed, and they will have a peculiar 
advantage over their fellow-members from 
other countries in the fact that while they 
are bound in courtesy to listen to all that 
is said and read as much as possible of 
the printed or written matter presented,

‘any, or refate the propositions of others, or 
analyze the flood of statistics, or do any- 
thing but absorb what seems worth 
absorbing. On the other hand, the 
situation of the delegates from the 
United States will be found to be very 

far from an easy or interesting or gratify- 
ingone. They will be compelled to lay 

before the conference the problem of ex- 

tending the use of silverin the currencies 

of the world, This necessarily involves 

the presentation of a plan and the support 
of that plan, first, by evidence that the 

principle on which it is based has already 

been applied on a scale extensive enough 

and under conditions sufficiently well 
known and sufficiently like those that will 

prevail in the future to make the applica- 

tion a sound precedent; second, to show 

that this application has been successful; 

third, to show that the principle can be 

followed with advantage by the Govern- 

ments represented in the conference. 

Merely to define the task of our delegates 

is to show that it is impracticable. 

They have nothing to lay before the con- 
ference but the experience of the United 
States. Can they possibly do that without 
suggesting the fable of the fox whose tail 
had been lost by imprudent dealing with a 
trap, and who saw no mode of establishing 
an equality with his fellows save by in- 
ducing them to cut off their tails? The 
United States have made, within the last 
fifteen years, a series of efforts to extend 
the use of silver in their own currency. 
They have failed absolutely to secure the 
circulation of any considerable amount of 
the silver itself. All that they have suc- 
ceeded in doing is to circulate some $450,- 
000,000 in paper, representing silver at 
various ratios, but now worth in. the 
market at least $100,000,000 less than the 
face of the notes, and these notes are kept 
at paronly by the pledge of the Govern- 
ment, in effect, to redeem them on de- 
in gold. Up to the present time 
silver notes are essentially on ex- 
actly the same footing as our fractional 
coin. They area token currency kept at 
par by the pledge of redemption by the 
United States, there being no doubt that 
that pledge can and will be kept if the 
amount be not allowed to become too large. 
But the process of issue is continuous and 
indefinite. Every one knows that the time 
must come, unless the issue be stopped, 
when the pledge cannot be kept. And thus 
we call together the Governments of the 
earth and ask them to adopt some means of 
averting from us this disaster. They can- 
not do it, and they will not try todo it. 
That is as certain now as it will bo when 
the conference adjourns. The disaster can 
only be averted by ourselves. The work 
must be done not in Brussels, but in Wash- 
ingten. The purchase of silver must be 
stopped; its coinage must not be resumed. 
And since both the coinage and purchase 
were undertaken from purely political mo- 
tives which no longer exist, because theob- 
ject sought is shown by the recent elections 
to be unattainable, there is no reason why 
the decision should not be reached this 
Winter.

CONGRESS AND THE TARIFF. 

Those advocates of tariff reform who 
urge that there should be an extra session 
of the Fifty-third Congress in March next 
to revise the tariff do not say, as we have 
already pointed out, that this session 
would or could do more than make afew 
changes in the present law. ‘They ad- 
mit that a complete revision would have to 
be postponed until the regular session. 
A correspondent whose letter we publish 
this morning defends the proposition that 
there should be a March session, and urges 
that at this session the duties on raw ma- 
terials should be removed. ‘‘ While it 
would not do,” he says, ‘‘to take off the 
duties on manufactured goods before tak- 
ing off those on raw materials, to reverse 
this is to make a logical as well as a timely 
beginning.” 

Butin most cases the duties on manu- 
factured goods are composed in part of 
duties imposed to compensate for the duties 
on the raw materials. It would not be log- 
ical to give the manufacturer free raw ma- 
terial and to retain the high dutieson goods 
that compete with his products. Nor would 


such legislation be satisfactory to a great 


majority of the people. Some of the duties 
on manufactured goods aré now prohib- 
itory ; they would be more so, if that were 
possible, if the raw materials should be 
put on the free list. Otherduties on goods, 
while not prohibitory, are very buyden- 
some; they would become a greater burden 
and might become prohibitory if the raw 
materials should be made free and if they 
should at the same time undergo no change. 

By cutting off duties on raw materials a 
considerable quantity of revenue is sur- 
rendered. If at thesame time the duties on 
goods manufactured out of these raw 
materials are not reduced, still more rev-, 
enue is lost by a decrease of the quantity 
imported. Itisnecessary now to study very 
carefully the effect of new tariff legisla- 
tion upon revenue. If Congress atan extra 
session should cut off $15,000,000 or 
$20,000,000 of revenue by removing the 
duties on raw materials, and should also 
cause a further reduction of revenue by 
failing to reduce duties on the manufact- 
ured goods, it would not only act unwisely 
with respect to the question of revenue, 
but would also expose itself to the 
charge that it had legislated for the 
benefit of the manufacturer and had 
forgotten the consumer. Our correspond- 
ent should know that this policy would 
excite great indignation in the West, if not 
elsewhere. The excellence of the Springer 
bill relating to wool and woolens is deter- 
mined largely by the fact that in this 
bill the duties on goods are very con- 
siderably reduced. But the bill relates to 
imposts that yielded $41,000,000 of reve- 
nue in the fiscal year 1891, and while we 
are of the opinion that it is a very good 
bill, still we think that it would be better 
to revise the wool and woolens schedule in 
connection with a revision of the entire 
tariff, because of the revenue question in- 
volved. 

Our correspondent would have iron ore 
and possibly pig iron put on the free list. 
But to do this would not be to mako either 
a logical or a fair beginning, if Con- 
gress should not at the same time re- 
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duce the duties on the made | 


out of these raw materials. To do this 
would be to give free raw material 
to many combinations resembling Trusts, 
without affecting their power, under the 
high duties on manufactured goods, to exact 
from consumers the prices they now demand 
and obtain. A Democratic Congress cannot 
afford to give free iron ore and pig iron to 
the Steel Rail Combination and to all the 
other combinations in theiron and steelin- 
dustry without at the same time scaling 
down the high duties by means of which 
these rings now exact extortionate prices. 
To cut off the duties on these raw materials | 
without revising the duties on the manu- 
factured products would be a very serious 
blunder for Congress to make, either in 
extra or in regular session, even if the 
question of revenue were not an important 
one. The principle to which we have di- 
rected attention in this example should be 
kept in view by our correspondent and 
others in their study of the other schedules 
of the tariff. 

We are convinced that our proposition 
that Congress should be called in Septem- 
ber or October next is the best that can be 
made, and is one that will commend 
itself to all who study the question 
earefully. The daily Commercial Bul- 
letin of this city has urged that 
there should be a March session, 
and has set forth the arguments in favor of 
such a session with earnestness and ability. 
But it published yesterday morning the 
remarks of THE TIMES concerning a Sep- 
tember session and commented upon them 
as follows: 

“Concession on both sides seems to be the 
most prudent course. The suggestions made by 
THE TIMES are a distinct move in that direction. 
They certainly are a great improvement upon 
the original proposal that the question shall re- 
main untouched until December, 1893, which 
would probably be found to mean that the new 
law could not take effect until October, 1894. 
Provided, tirst, that certain preliminary work, 
chiefly of inquiry, were deputed to a committee 
which shall sit from March next until an early 
assembling of Congress, say, on Sept. 1, 1893, 
and, next, that the new law were made to take 
effect on May 1, 1894, there would remain little 
reason for complaint of unnecessary delay. 
This we take to be about what our contem- 
porary suggests; and as a midway course seems 
to be the inevitable one, we do not see why this 
might not be acceptable.” 


Time can be saved, perils can be avoided, 
andamuch better revision can be made 
under the plan we have suggested. 








A WORK WORTHY OF SUPPORT. 

The annual report of the Children’s Aid 
Society is always interesting and suggest- 
ive, and that just made public, which is 
the fortieth of the series, shows gratifying 
progress in the society’s excellent work. 
While the work is constantly extending, 
the field is almost unlimited and there is 
always need of increased appliances and 
facilities for carrying iton. For the sta- 
tistics of the good work for the past year 
we refer the reader to a summary of the 
report given elsewhere. The lodging houses 
serve the purpose not only of giving shel- 
ter and food, but the more important one 
of bringing homeless boys and girls out of 
the streets at night and affording them for 
the time being wholesome surroundings. 
The nominal charge that is made cultivates 
the sentiment of self-dependence and 
thrift, and influences are brought to bear 
which give encouragement to efforts to 
work out of sordid surroundings and be- 
come useful members of society. 

But it is the schools of the society which 
probably do the most good. In this city, 
into which so many poor and ignorant for- 
eigners pour every year, there are thou- 
sands of children who do not even get the 
benefits of the public schools, but those in- 
stitutions are ill adapted to some of their 
needs. They require provisions specially 
adapted to their condition, and influences 
which cannot be furnished in schools in- 
tended for the general education of all 
classes of children. Many of them have 
the English language to learn, and need to 
be trained in habits of cleanliness and 
industry and the practice of the ordinary 
social virtues. The Children’s Aid Society 
can deal with them with much better effect 
than the public schools could do, even if 
they could all be brought into the latter. 
One of the best features of its day and 
evening schoolsis the industrial training 
that is afforded, preparing the boys and 
girls directly for a life of self-support. 

The society does not confine itself to 
teaching those who come to it or are 
brought to it, and then leave them to look 
out for themselves. It helps thousands 
every year to find occupations, and sends 
to good homes out of the city many who 
have been prepared to make themselves 
useful. It desires now to establish a new 
kind of training school, one that shall pre- 
pare boys for farm work. It has endeav- 
ored for many years to place boys in homes 
in the country and has sent many to live 
upon farms in the West, but they have 
been compelled to go without experience 
or training in the work they ure expected 
to do. If the society can have a farm 
school somewhere near the city it can obvi- 
ausly add materially to the preparation of 
these city boys for country life. The ap- 
peal for aid in establishing the farm school 
is one that ought to elicit a generous re- 
sponse. 

There is an economic as well as a philan- 
thropic side to this work for the community. 
It is in a large measure a work of moral 
and social salvation for poor children who 
would otherwise be neglected. It saves 
thousdnds from lives of degradation and 
puts them on the road to usefulness and 
respectability. It also saves them from 
lives of pauperism and crime, which are 
among the costly burdens of every civil- 
ized community. It costs far less per year 
to take these children in hand and give 
them the care and training that will make 
them useful and respectable than it does to 
support paupers and criminals. The report 
refers to the very significant decrease in 
the last thirty years in the number of com- 
mitments for vagrancy and in the preva- 
lencejof “juvenile delinquency” in this 
city, and there is no doubt that 
the improvement is in no_ small 
measure due to the _ society’s work. 
It does good\{not only to the poor children 
and to the community at large, but to 
those who furnish support to its work. It 
affords scope to a sentiment of philanthropy 





and enables it to find expression and exer- 
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which is of itself an ennobling infla- | 


ence. There could hardly be a more useful, 
agency for enabling those who desire to do 
something for the poor and unfortunate, 
with an assurance that what they bestow 
will be economically and effectively ap-- 
plied and will bear fruits that can be seen 
and measured. The society furnishes in 
its report every year not only evidence of 
its efforts and its expenditures, but sub- 
stantial evidence of practical results that 
far outweigh the cost. The Children’s Aid 
Society is liberally supported, but there is 
much more that it can do with ampler 


means.

THE BURDENS OF GERMANY. 

It is not many years since BISMARCK 
startled the German people, and people 
outside of Germany, in the famous speech 
in which he declared that the burdens of 
Germany must be increased instead of 
diminished, and that it was not possible to 
foresee a time when they could safely be 
lightened. *‘ While there are pike in the 
European fishpond we must not be carp.” 
The burden was to be increased in two 
ways; first, by increasing the taxes on 
the productive industries of the country, 
and then by increasing the number of men 
in the vigor of life withdrawn from pro- 
ductive industries to hear arms. His ap- 
peal and his influence were successful. His 
successor, much less popular and much less 
skillful as a parliamentarian, has gone 
on to make larger and larger demands upon 
the nation and toinsist upon the national 
necessity of keeping the German Army 
virtually upon a war footing in time of 
peace. 

The opening of the Reichstag this year 
has been signalized by a speech from the 
Emperer, in which he brings the weight 
and authority of his name and place di- 
rectly to the support of his Chancellor. 
After declaring that there is now no special 
occasion in the condition of Europe for 
alarm, he goes on inthe next sentence to 
insist upon the necessity, the “imperative 
duty,” of strengthening the defensive 
capacity of the empire. That is to 
say, it is not enough that the present 
position of Germany should be, main- 
tained. It must be improved by the 
withdrawal of still more men from 
productive industry, and by the imposition 
upon that industry of a still heavier load 
of taxation. By way of compensation, it is 
promised only that, while military service 
is universal and compulsory, the term of 
it shall be reduced to the minimum com- 
patible with military efficiency. Even so, 
it will be necessary to ‘‘open up new 
sources of revenue,” and this it is proposed 
to do by increasing the tax upon beer and: 
liquor and by a heavy taxation of “ stock 
operations.” 

Doubtless these objects of taxation are 
well chosen, although the proposition that 
beer is a luxury wouid excite in many 
parts of Germany alivelydissent. But the 
effect of these repeated appeals to the Ger- 
man people for fresh sacrifices must be to 
make that practical people inquire, with 
renewed and sharpened interest, what they 
have gained by the consolidation of Ger- 
many, the victory over France, and*the es- 
tablishment ‘of the Empire. Thetanswer 
isnoteasy. They have conquered.Alsace 
and Lorraine, which, after twenty years, 
they still hold by the tenure of conquest 
and no other. These provinces, held in 
spite of themselves, are a source, not of 
national strength, but of national weak- 
ness. As Great Britain would be 
stronger without Ireland, even s0 
would Germany be stronger without these 
disaffected and mutinous possessions. And 
yet, in order to retain possession of prov- 
inces that do her immeasurably more harm 
than good, except from a strictly military 
point of view and by the strategic ad- 
vantages of the frontier they furnish, the 
German people are compelled to undergo 
greater burdens than they endured before 
they possessed the provinces, For, without 
doubt, the German possessionof the prov- 
incesis the only potential cause of war 
visible in Europe. If they were neutral- 
ized, under a guarantee of all-the powers, 
the European armaments might be somuch 
lessened as almost to disband the enor- 
mous armies that now exist. 

These are considerations that do not ap- 
peal to a “‘ war lord,” but that are likely to 
appeal with increasing force to the war 
lord’s people, who would prefer to addict 
themselves to the arts of peace, but who 
are compelled to learn and practice the art 
of war, and after their apprenticeship to it 
has expired to bestow a large part of their 
earnings upon the support of their'succes- 
sors. The increased revenue to be obtained 
from the new taxes will fall short, it is 
estimated, by some millions of marks of 
meeting the increased annual expend- 
iture proposed by the new Army bill, 
and will leave unprovided for the 
entire expenditure required by that 
measure. The provision seems to foreigners 
excessive in view of the triple alliance, for 
it appears that Germany is called upon to 
defend herself single-handed against the 
possibility of a;simultaneous attack upon 
her eastern and .her western fronticr, as if 
she had no alliesiand were alone in Europe. 
Again, the German people are likely to 
ask what is the national benefit of an 
alliance that increases instead. of diminish- 
ing the burdens of every’party to it. It is 
not to be wondered at that the policy of 
Germany should greatly stimulate emi- 
gration to countries.in which oppressive 
taxation for military’purposes is‘unknown, 
nor that it should be followed by the 
rapid and formidable-growth at home of 
a Socialism that becomes less and less 
distinguishable from.Anarchism. ‘The old 
saying of OXENSTIERN comes again to 
mind in contemplating the:procedure of the 


statesmen of Europe, who are not able to | 


devise or suggest any method of lightening 
the burdens of the people, but, on\the:con- 
trary, show their statesmanship by ac- 
cumulating new exactions upon industry.

MRS. BERNARD-BEERE, 

Mr. Marcus Mayer must quickly find better 
Plays for his new star, Mrs. Bernard-Beere, or 
her first American tour will end in disaster. 
She isa thoroughly-competent actress, with a 
style that is both vigorous and refined, with 
few displeasing mannerisms, with a keen senso 
of the picturesque, and ample power. But Mr. 
Mayer has doubtless heard the tiresome proverb 
about making bricks without straw. Thus far 
there is scarcely a wisp of atraw in sight in his 
brickyards, 

“Ariane,” @ new play in four acts by some 
English person, which displaced “Lena Des- 
pard” last evening on the big stage of the new 
Manhattan Opera House—a theatre unauited to 
performances that are not either operatio or 
exclusively pictorial—is a stupider piece than 
its predecessor. It is all abominably false to 
human nature, and it.is written in language 
that is generally ill ehosen and is never epi- 
grammatic or forceful. Phrases that are purely 
literary—things one never says unless he is a 
prig—are put in the mouths of every personage. 

Ariane is the sweet and suffering wife of a 
drunken rascal, who swears at her and beats 
her when he is angry. A young Baronet loves 
her and tells her so, but she says she will not 
listen to him. She will, however, be his inti- 
mate friend and spend mostof her time with 


him, in spite of her motherly devotion to a 
stage brat in a crimson ‘“ mother hubbard.” 
Ariane has a rascally father who induces the 
smitten Baronet to join him in a plot to sepa- 
rate the wife from the worthless husband to 
whom a sense of honor impels her tocling. An 
abandoned woman receives a sum of money for 
entrapping the fellow. Then Ariane is sup- 
posed to be put in possession of the facts. The 
evidence brought to light does not, indeed, seem 
to be conclusive, but as the lady asserts that 
she “knows all” we infer that she is satisfied. 

The husband then comes forward in a peni- 
tent mood, but the wronged wife refuses to be 
moved by his tears until the above-mentioned 
brat toddles on and exclaims, ‘Papa, why do 
you weep?”’ Then the woman relents and for- 
gives, but the sight of the Baronets lover 

changes the husband’s mood. He then forgets 
to weep, calls his wife a bad name, 
and accuses the Baronet of “ putting up a job.” 
This 1s the truth, but the wife refuses to believe 
it. Yet when the husband, after he is divorced, 
returns on the day of the wedding of Ariane 
and the Baronet and makes precisely the 
same charge, Ariane believes him with 
little hesitation, and the Baronet admits the 
truth of the acousation, explaining that a 
“gentleman” cannot shield himself with a lie. 
Whereupon Ariane berates her new husband, 
her old husband, and her father, and the di- 
voreed person tries to shoot his rival, but kills 
Ariane instead. 

The genial laughter with which the final scene 
was received last night was due partly to the 
fact that Mr. Barrymore’s pistol would not go 
off on time, and partly tothe absurd attempts 
of poor Mr. H. B. Conway to ‘‘act” The speo- 
tators were very patient with the trashy play 
and very respectiul to Mrs. Bernard-Beere, - 

She deserves respect. She tried diligently to 
give force and meaning to lame and unnatural 
scenes. In her final denunciation her attitudes, 
gestures, and apeeoh were all that could be de- 
sired, She looked a very Medeain her scornful 
wrath. Her figure was erect, her features de- 
noted the passion she was depicting, and her 
eyes seemed to flash fire. But the words she 
had to speak were feeble and ill suited, 

“ Ariane ” is founded on a novel by Mra. J. 
Campbell-Praed called ** The Bond of Wedlock.” 
What may have seemed naturalin the novel is 
unconvineing in the play, the moral of which is 
not obvious though it seems to be insisted on. 
There are no logical situations, the action is 
halting, and the climax unsatisfying. 

Mr. Barrymore played the victimized husband 
with his accustomed vehemence, and Miss 
Emma Hagger denoted the character of a vain, 
disingenuous, and unscrupulous woman with 
sufficient skill.

THE SYMPHONY QUARTET. 

The New-York Symphony String Quartet gave 
the first concert of its second season in Cham- 
ber Musto Hall last night to the delight of a 
large audience. The personnel of the quartet 
has been changed and for the better. Jan Koert, 
who last year played the viola, is now the sec- 
ond viclinist, and Ottokar Novacek is the viola 
player. Mr. Koertis heard to much better ad- 
vantage as second violinist, while Mr. Novacek 
plays the viola altogether admirably. The re- 
suit is a greater equality among the four voice 
parts and a commendable reduction of the prom- 
inence of Adolf Brodsky, the first violin. 

As the quartet is now constituted it is a 
strong organization. Mr. Brodsky has brought 
it to a high levelin ensemble playing, and the 
only thing to be asked for now is a little 
stronger curb on the enormous enthusiasm of 
the four players, which occasionally leads them 
toward the roughness noted at the first per- 
formance of last season. This roughness has 
been very greatly diminished, and,indeed, itisa 
fault that may readily be pardoned in view of 
the infectious warmth and the high artistic sin- 
cerity of the quartet’s work. 

The numbers on last night's programme were 
Schumann's beautiful quartet in A major, Opus 
41, No. 8; Brabms’s A major sonata for violin 
and piano, Opus 100, and Beethoven's quartet 
in A minor,jOpus 132. Nething more admirable 
in feeling, precision, and intelligence could 
have been asked than the performance of the 
tirsat three movements of the Schumann quartet. 
The last movement suffered from the overabun- 
dance of zeal already mentioned, but in spirit 
ite treatment was wholly commendable. 

Mr. Brodsky and Mr. Walter Damrosch played 
the Brahms sonata, a very genial work, in whieh 
one of the most piquant bita is the seherzando 
episode in the second movement, characterized 
by some remarkably telling effects in synoopa- 
tion. Mr. Damrvsch played the piano part with 
excellent discretion and a nice command of 
touch, At the next concert, on Dec. 20, the pro- 
grammo will consist of Haydn’s quartet in B 
major,a piano quintet not yet selected, and 
Beethoven's quartet in E minor, Opus 59, No. 2. 





DAVENPORT’S ACCOUNTS. 


—— 
THE CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEE WANTS 
TO EXAMINE THEM. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—The Secretary of the 
Treasury to-day received! a letter from Repre- 
sentative Fitch, Chairman of the special com- 
mittee investigating election methods, protest- 
ing against the payment of any bills of John I. 
Davenport, Chief Supervisor of Elections at 
New-York, for services or disbursements at the 
recent election and requesting that he (Mr, 
Fiteh) be allowed personally to examine such 
accounts before settlement. 

The secretary declined to discuss the matter, 
except to say that the communication would re- 
ceive the same careful attention accorded all 
communications from Congressional commit- 
tecs. Itislearned from another source that 
Mr. Davenport’s accounts fur the period in 
question have not yet been presented to the ac- 
counting officers and are not expected for sev- 
eral weeks. The election expenditures are sub- 
ject to the approval of a United States court 
before they can be even considered at the Treas- 
ury Department. The accounts must be sub- 
mitted in open court and each item must be 
substantiated by competent oral testimony. 

One of the Treasury accounting ofiicers re- 
marked to-day that the time to protest against 
the accounts of the Supervisors of Elections is 
when they are being openly considered by the 
courts, for the reason that the accounting offi- 
cers will usually accept the approval of such 
tribunals as final and binding. ‘the accounts of 
Marshal Jacobus, including anitem of $40,000 
for fees and expenses of Deputy Marshals, have 
already been settled at the Treasury Depart- 
ment on the proper certification of the Attor- 
ney General. These accounts do not a ppertain 
to the ollice of Supervisor. 
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A. G. LAWSON WRECKED—A

The two-masted schooner A. G. Lawson of 
Little Ferry, N. J., laden with 99,000 brioks, 
bound for Yonkers, was wrecked yesterday 
afternoon on the Hudson River a short distance 
from the Spuyten Duyvil landing.

COTTON FAMINE THREATENED, — 
_—_— : - 

NEIL SENDS OUT A REVISED ESTIMATE 
OF THE CROP, 


NEW-ORLEANS, Nov. 22.—H. M. Neil, the well- 
known cotton authority of this city, has pre- 
pareda revised estimate of the cotton crop, 
which will be sent to the Exchanges and pub- 
lished in the morning. On Noy. 2 he estimated 
the crop at 5,100,000 bales outside of Texas: - 
or 7,100,000 bales including Texas. Referring 
to that estimate, he says: 

“Since that date we have had throughout the 
cotton States, on the night of Novy. 10, a genu- 
ine killing frost, the average minimum tem per- 
ature of the 150 stations of the Weather Bu- 
reau being 30%°, or 14° below the freezing 
point. 

“ The crop, in many districts being a late ONG, 
had a good deal to hope for from the maturing 
of unripe bolls in regions untouched by the frost 
of Oct. 26. These are now absolutely killed. 
The result is that we feel obliged to revise our 
estimate. Outside of Texas it would 
full estimate to put the product an cme aan 
per cent. less than last year, that is to say, at 
190 — less 20 per cent., equal to 153 
pounds per acre, which on 1,460,000 acres out. 
side of Texas would give 4,600,000 bales, 

‘Reports from Texas satisfy us that there also 
this last freeze has done great injury, and for 
that State we cannot now give an estimate of 
more than 1,900,000 bales. This gives a total 
of 6,500,000 bales for this year’s growth, or 
171 pounds an acre for the whole country, 
against 179 pounds in 1889, 172 pounds in 
1888, 173 pounds in 1887, and 182 pounds in 
the great crop of 1879. 

“During the last two weeks we have received 
careful and complete reports from almost the 
entire cotton area, and the unanimous opinion 
is that the shortage is so great ag to amount to 
& great calamity. Thesereports do not come 
from planters only, but slso from people whe 
are looking for cotton to buy it and whose in- 
terest it is toexaggerate the prospect of supply 
not to underestimate it. 

“We have now reached a period when the 
receipts are always found to be governed 
principally by the size of the crop, as the time 
has passed when lateness of maturity has any 
effect. Tho weather generally has heen fayor- 
able for transportation facilities, which are, of 
course, greater evory year, and the prices have 
advanced far beyond what planters would have 
expected or been satisfied with had they good 
crops. There is, therefore, no possible explana- 
tion of the light movement but the one that the 
crop is very short. 

‘Perhaps planters are holding back somewhat. 
They must be doing so, or the crop could not be 
even 6,500,000; but does anyone suppose that at 
these prices plantera would hold back if their 
crops were large? And yet the port receipts to 
Nov. 18 inolusive are just equal to those of 
1586 and 1887, a 6,500,000 crop, and 500,000 
bales behind those of 1887-8, a 7,900,000 crop. 

‘It is never, as our friends are aware, either 
our desire or our interest to underestimate the 
cotton crop. On the contrary, as buyers for 
Europe, our naturaljinclination always has been 
to look with suspicion on exaggerated reports 
of damage, to rely on the tremendous expan- 
sive power of this great country to constantly 
surprise us by its yearly increasing production. 

**But as stated in our June circular, which 
now looks prophetic, new circumstances arose 
leading to extensive ourtailmentof acreage, and 
leaving us in danger of a cotton famine should 
the season prove unpropitious. Such it has un- 
questionably proved, and we cannot more effect- 
ively close than by quoting the final paragraph 
of that June circular, which was: ‘ But as for 
some years past it has been our duty to fore- 
warn consumers of superabundance, so we now 
think it right to sound the alarm of impending 
soaroity, possibly severe scarcity.’ ”

OUT JHE NEGRO VOTE,

A UNIQUE SCHEME TO SOLVE A TROUBLE=- 
SOME PROBLEM IN ALABAMA, 
Special to The Aseociated Frese. 

MONTGOMERY, Nov. 22.--A bill was intro- 
duced in the Legislature to-day which is bound 
to attract a great deal of aitention throuchous 
the country. If it becomes a law it will practi- 
cally do away with tho negro vote in Alabama. 

Tho bill was introduced by Representative 
Brewer of Lowndes County, who has been in 
the Legislature for fourteen years, and who was 
State Auditor four years. He is looked upon as 
the financial authority of the State, and has 
written a history of Alabama. The bill pro- 
vides that ‘‘all persons whose State and county 
taxes as assessed do not amount to $5 shall not 
be required to pay the sameif it be shown thas 
such person failed to vote at the Augustand 
November elections of the previous year.” 

This is the first attempt in the history of Ala- 
bawa to legislate against the negro vote. There 
are not 20 per cent. of the negro voters who pay 
taxes exceeding $5 a year. At the lowest oal- 
culation 50 per cent. of the negro voters would 
take advantage of the opportunity of saving $5. 
The negro vote of the last election was 136,000 
out of a total of 300,0U00. It can be seen that 
the effect of this bill will be widespread. Those 
most competent to judge think it will do away 
with the trouble which so vexes the white peo- 
ple. — 

The bill was asurprise. Few of the members 
expected anything of the kind. It was the most 
talked-about matter during the day. Opin- 
ion seemed general that the bill will pass. 
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NOT MR. MURPHY.

From the Staats-Z-itung of Yesterday, 

Next after the deficit and tariff questions the 
question of the election of a United States Sen- 
ator is the one of most interest for our State. 
It is known that Mr. Murphy of Troy, the Chair- 
manof the Democratic State Committee, is 
working energetically for the post, and that his 
claims meet with a favorable reception from a 
large portion of the Democratic machine poli- 
ticlans. Itis said that the Tammany leaders 
favor him, and that, in consequence, he has a 


good chance to secure & majority in the caucus 
of the Democratic members of the Legislature, 
which would assure his election. On the other 
hand, itis clear that this would be quite fatal 
tor the coming Democratic Administration. 

Mr. Cleveland differs so widely with Mr. Hill 
that he can never reckon upon his support in 
the Senate, and he might find in the other Sona- 
tor an advocate of hia policy. This is not per- 
sonal politics, but the politics upon which the 
last Presidential election hinged, and as the 
representative of which Mr. Cleveland 
stood before the people. Tho Murphy 
machine had nothing in common vita 
this politics and its representative, jut 
on the contrary it most strenuously opy 2 ed 
his nomination, and only obeyed an impu!?¢ of 
self-preservation when it fell into line afte. le 
had been nominated. Murphy, according to ‘his 
entire nature, can never raise himself to Cleve: 
land’s level; his claims for the United Stateg 
Senatorship prove by themselves that he 
is @ spoils politician, and will remain 
suck, for he oan never base such 
claims on his personal qualification. He 
is aman of no education, of no parliamentary 
abilities, without any understanding of or sym- 
pathy for the State and Nation which are the 
esseptial features in the affairs of the United 
States Senate. Was the sending of Hill to the 
Senate a fearful mistake, as was clearly shown 
in this Senator’s stand on the silver ques- 
tion, it would certainly be adding to this 
mistake ‘another still worse if Murphy were 
planted in the other seat that New-York has in 
the Senate. This seat should at least be occu- 
pied by aman who isin perfect harmony with 
the Administration which the national Democ- 
racy has given to the country. 

It is known that Murphy was one of those 
politicians who demanded of Cleveland certain 
pledges as the price of their support, but were 
energetically refused. This alone is sufficient 
to characterize the unfitness of the man for the 
seat in the Senate. Murphy as Senator would 
be one of those who fell back upon the old 
abuse of ollice by which Senators claimed as a 
“courtesy of the Senate” that nominations 
for their resptctive States should depend upon 
their consent. As Hill also belongs to this class 
the two would haveit in their power to pre 
yent the confirmation of every New-York 
nowination, and the President would certainly 
be sure of such prevention if he were to nomi- 
nate persona who would conduct their offices in 
accordance with Claveland’sa mind, and notin 
accordance with the ideas of the machine poli- 
ticiangs. 

True to hia practice, Mr. Cleveland cannot 
interfere in the Senaterial election, but every 
one who has anything todo with it, if he wishes 
success to Cleveland and the Democratic 
Party, must know that he would be working 
against such success by such an _  im- 
proper election as ther of Murphy.

The question, Who shall be sent by the 
Democratic Legislature of this State to succeed 
Frank Hiscock in the United States Senate !? 
grows more absorbing every day. The early 
announcement made by personal and political 
friends of Edward Murphy, Jr., Chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee, that he was to be 
a candidate for the Senatorship has made the 
discussion of the subject very general, and has 
attracted wider attention to the question than 
it would otherwise have received at this dis- 
tance from the time when the Legislature will 
take action.

HILL FEARS AN ECLIPSE. 


THEREFORE HE WANTS A WEAK MAN 
AS HIS SENATORIAL _ COLLEAGUE, 


WASHINGTON, Noy. 22.—Before Senator Hill 
had served one Winter in the Senate he had af- 
forded his colleagues, Democrats and Repub- 
licans, opportunity to judge of his qualities as 
a statesman, legislator, and companion. His 
reputation as a politician had been al- 
ready made, and it was calculated to assure 
him s warm reception among partisans whose 
impulses were much stronger for success than 
for reform. But his mistaken and desperate 
scrambling about the country for the Presi- 
dential nomination set him down as lacking 
the dignity that comports with statesmanship, 
while his absolute idleness, as # member of the 
Senate, made his legislative career a blank. 

Some of the Democrats, who confess to some 
amazement that he should have taken 60 little 
advantage of the auspices under which he en- 
tered the Senate, and who are watching the 
tendencies of the Senatorial contest in New- 


York, are inclined to believe, bearing the past 
in mind avd assuming that Mr. Hill is still a 
power in hia State, thathe has other reasons 
tor desiring the election of Mr. Murphy than 
the merely sentimental one of improving the 
representation of the Empire State. 

should Mr. Schurz or Mr, Cockran or Mr.

speechless and lacking in action in the Senate 
as Don Cameron and infinitely less conspicuous 
than Quay. The selection of a partner com- 
pletely lacking in ability as a speaker and alto- 
gether deticient in legislative experience will 
furnish a foil to Mr. ill that will make him 
practically the only Senator from New-York. 

There 18 a deep-seated belief, too, that Mr. 
Hill believes that it would be better for his pur- 
poses to have a colleague who would easily find 
occasion to oppose the President rather than a 
Senator who would give the President a vigor- 
ous and cordial support in his administrative 
work.

THATS MR. JONES’S VIEW—HE FAVORS 
J. EDWARD SIMMONS, 


Ex-Lieut. Gov. Edward F. Jones talked about 
the Senatorial situation at the Park Avenue 
Hotel yesterday afternoon. He does not think 
that Mr. Murphy is anxious to be Senator.

“Don’t you think,” and here the General 
turned questioner, “that New-York has been 
long enough represented in Washington by 
pettifogging lawyers? I am a business man, 
and I think that the business interests should 
be represented. I have always maintained that 
New-York City was not properly represented, 
andIamsure Mr. Simmons would meet all re- 
quirements.” 

Upon being asked whether the Democratic 
leaders would seriously think of Mr. Simmons, 
Mr. Jones replied: 

Well, I cannot see why not. He is certainly 
a representative man; he is a Tammany man 
and he stands well with them.”

Sinee election day President-elect Cleveland 
has been flooded with correspondence and over- 


, run with visitors and callera at his home in 


West Fifty-first Street. To get some needed 
rest and to be free from some of the annoyance 
he has experienced the past few days, he left 
the city yesterday for a short vacation. He ex- 
pects to be away about two weeks, and when he 
returns, he said, he will be obliged to shut up 
his house in the city and retire tosome more 
quiet place for the Winter unless somewhat re- 
lieved from the unnecessary demands made 
upon his time of late. 

Mr. Cleveland said yesterday he was greatly 
pleased and astonished by the number of letters, 
amounting to thousands, that had come to him 
congratulating him on his election to the Presi- 
dency. They came from peoplein all parts of 
the country andin every walk inlife. As yet 
he has had no time to read all the letters, but 


when wore leisure is afforded him he will read 
them, appreciating, as he does, the good will 
and friendliness of the writers. ‘“‘These good 
friends,” said he, *‘of course, cannot expect any 
replies to their communications, tor that would 
be utterly out of the question, and the most 
that Ioan do is to say through the press that I 
am not unmindful of their kindness.” 

In speaking of some of the many callers who 
have been at his home Mr. Cleveland said: 
“Many of them would not, I think, have en- 
croached upon my time if they had given the 
matter a moment’s consideration. Those who 
have called upon me to talk about offices, it 
seems to me, have been a little inconsiderate. 
do not propose to consider applications for 
office prior to my inauguration, and I shall 
avoid all interviews on that subject. Those 
who under any pretense gain an By tg A to 
present their applications orally and those who 

urden me at this time with written applica- 
tions cannot possibly do anything which would 
so interfere with their chance of success. Writ- 
ten applications will be so little regarded that I 
doubt if they ever see the files in Washington, 
for there is no reason for my being overwhelmed 
with such matters at this time.” 


PHILADELPHIA, Noy. 22.—For the next two 
weeks President-elect Cleveland hopes to escape 
the importunities of the swarm of office seekers 
that have descended on him in person and by 
‘mail since his election. Quietly, almost secret- 


ly, Mr. Cleveland left New-York to-night at 8 
o’clock in the Norfolk express over the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad for the South. 

He traveled in a special car, and until he 
reached here his only companion was Charles 
Jefferson, son of Joseph Jefferson, the comedian. 

When the train reached here Mr. Cleveland’s 
car was boarded by L. Clark Davis, editor of the 
Ledger, who with Mr. Jefferson will be Mr. 
Cleveland’s only companion during his holiday, 
Mr. Davis had his hunting traps with him, and, 
although he declined to say where the party 
were bound, he did say that they would prob- 
ably Fut in the greater portion of their time 
shooting. Mr. Davis said that it was Mr, 
Cleveland’s wish to get some rest for the next 
two weeks from the pressure of work that has 
fallen on him since the 8th of November, and 
that he desired to be alone with the companions 
of his trip during his stay in the South. 

When the train with Mr. Cleveland’s car at- 
tached pulled into Broad Street Station, seyeral 
newspaper men climbed aboard and gave their 
cards to the colored porter, with the request 
that they be given to Mr. Cleveland. In a mo- 
ment the porter returned with a grin on his 
sable face and the cards in his hands. He hand- 
ed them back to the owners with the remark: 
‘Tie says he can’t read writin’.” 

During the short time the train remained in 
the station the curtains of the car were down, 
and the crowd of trainmen and others who stood 
arcund were notso much as gratified with a 
sight of the shadow of the figure of the Presi- 
dent-elect.

A BIG EXPRESS DEAL. 
THE UNITED STATES COMPANY SECURES 
A GREAT SOUTHERN FIELD. 


Spectal to The Associated Press. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Noy. 22,—From an un- 
questionably reliable souree the information 
comes that the United States Express Com- 
pany has captured, or rather will 
capture on Jan. 1, supreme oontrol of 
the express business on the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad lines, and by securing the 
Knoxville, Cumberiand Gap and Loulsville 
Railroad express franchise, extend its express 
business to this city, and thus place itself in 
competition with the Southern Express Com- 
pany. 

At present the Queen and Crescent and the 
Chattanooga, Kome and Columbus Roas are 
the only Southern railroad lines over which 
the United States Express Company oper- 
ates. The Louisville and Nashville system 
extends from Cincinnati on the north- 
east to Now-Orleans on the southwest 
and from S8&t. Louis on the northwest 


to Pensacola and Tallahassee on the southeast, 
a length of railroad lines 2,759 miles in extent 
and touching as its otber principal points Louis- 
ville, Nashville, Memphis, Evansville, Knox- 
ville, Chattanooga, Lexington, Gadsden, Annis- 
ton, Birmingham, Montgowery, Mobile, Belma, 
and Atlanta. 

Itis more than probable also that the Louis- 
ville and Nashville deal includes the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis Railroad, of which 
it owns the principal stock as well as 
of the Atlantic and Western Railway. If 
this proves to be a fact, the United States 
Company will have control of over 4,000 
miles of Southern railroads, the largest express 
company ‘‘scoop”’ that has taken place in this 
country for years. There are watchful eyes 
looking after the matter, and the final develop- 
ments are awaited by business men of all classes 
with keen anxiety, 





Savannah Justices Aroused.

SAVANNAH, Ga., Nov. 22.—If the Justices of 
the Peace of this city adhere to their present 
determination, Savannah lawyers who practice 


in the Justice’s courts willjhavejto provide their 
own legal blanks or else pay the Justice for fur- 
nishing them. This step is to be taken in self- 
defense. 

Every day, it is asserted by the long-suffering 
Justices, they supply gratis blanks to lawyers 
who are able to pay for them. Bonds seem to 
be the chief blanks demanded. A negro who is 
charged with some offense will send for 
a lawyer and a bondsman. Under the 
law if the Justice draws up the bond 
he is paid $3. Frequently the lawyer 
will turn to the Just “e, ask him for a blank, fill 
it up, andin this manner not only prevent the 
Justice from earning $3, but also make him 
provide the means for doing it. This is what 
the Justices propose to put a stop to.

A MAJORITY AGAINST IT,

DRY GOODS MEN ON THE QUESTION OF 


AN EXTRA SESSION. 


The Dry Goods Economist, one of the organs 
of the dry goods trade, hasrecently interviewed 
& Lumber of business men wpon the question 
whether Mr. Cleveland should call an extraor- 
dinary session of Congress immediately upon 
his inauguration for the special purpose of tak- 
ing up tariffrevision. It has published the re- 
sult of its inquiries, extending not only to New- 
York, but to many distant and important trade 
centres. Thirty of the contributors in New- 
York and elsewhere favor it, and forty definite- 
ly oppose it. 

Among the importers, Bossut Pare et Fils said 
that Mr. Cleveland might well be trusted. A. 
D, Juilliard was not in favor of anextra ses- 


sion, and VY. Henry Kothschbild believes that 
any changein the tariif should be made de- 
liberately and that an extra session would be 
unwise. The Washington Mills Company, mak 
ing dress goods, overcoatings, and worsted 
yarns, and running over 660 looms, said that 
there could be no question at all; that all busl- 
nes3 Would be very much embarrassed, if not 
paralyzed, ifthe community at large believed 
that any hasty action regarding the tariff was 
imminent. A member of the most prominent 
firm in the’ tlannel and dress-goods trade said 
that he had entire contidence in the wisdom of 
Mr. Cleveland, and thought when he took his 
soatin the Presidential chair next March he 
would discern and adopt the course most ad- 
vantageous for the country. 

R. H. Shaen of the Shacn Manufacturing Com- 
pany said: * What we want is free raw wool for 
our dress goods, so that manufacturers may 
drop substitutes and give best value. This we 
Want right away, andif an extra session will 
hasten it give us an extra session.” 

. H. Laneof J. H. Lane & Co. was of the 
opinion that the soonerthe tariff was changed the 
better. Alfred Ray of Lawrence & (Co. said that 
great deliberation was advisable before making 
any change in the tariff policy of the country, 
and on that ground he was opposed to the call: 
ing of an extra session. Orlando M. Harper was 
also of the opinion that it would be unwise and 
hurtful to business. William A. Pembrook, W. 
T. Buckley of Dunham, Buckley & Oe., and John 
N. Beach of Teift, Weller & Co. wete also op- 
posed tothe hasty calling of an extra session. 
And 60 on throughout the whole dry goods dis- 
trict, with the verdict against it. 

Theodore Justice of Justice, Bateman & Co. of 
Philadelphia opposed the extra session, but 
Townsend Sharpless of the same dity thought it 
desirable. William Neely of New-Haven said 
no. Jordan, Marsh & Co. of Boston did not favor 
an extra session, and Houghton & Dutton of the 
same city were in favor of leaving the question 
to be settled by the President-elect. 

Chicago was divided in her views, with a pre- 
ponderance of opinion against it. Irom Dalas, 
Texas; Joliet, Ill.; Washington, Db. C.; Louis- 
ville, Ky., and Wilmington, Del., came sugges- 
tions for the appointmentof a tariff commission. 
A. R. Logie of W. B. Hall & Co. of Bridgeport, 
Conn., did not want an extra seasion, but had 
pefect faith that Mr. Cleveland would not lend 
countenance to any premature action.

A QUESTION OF INTEREST TO A LARGB 
NUMBER OF CORPORATIONS. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 22.—The Eickmeyer- 
Field Company was incorporated some months 
since with a capital of $1,000,000. The Secre- 
tary of State demanded a tax of one-eighth of 1 
per cent. The company claimed exemption 
under the corporation-tax law, being a consoll- 
dation of three corporations whose combined 
eapital was not in excess of the capital of the 


consolidated company. The Secretary of State 
cited the law, which provides that when two 
corporations consolidate under a new title 
no tax for formation shall be paid, unless the 
capital exceedes the aggregate of the consoli- 
dating companies. 

But there were three corporations to this 
transaction. The company paid the tax de- 
manded—$1,250—under protest. Then it ap- 
plied fora mandamus to compel the Seoretary 
of State to file the papers without the tax. 

Judge Mayham eustained the Secretary of 
State, but the General Term, Judge Herrick 
writing the opinion, reverses Judge Mayham’s 
order and directs that @ mandamus issue in 
accordance with the petition. In his opinion 
Judge Herrick holds that, so long as the consol- 
idated capital did not exceed the aggregate of 
the three companies, no tax should be de- 
manded.

“ARGUMENTS ON THE MOTION FOR AP- 


* 


POINTMENT OF A RECRIVER. 


There was an array of counse) before Judge 
Ingraham in the Special Term of the Supreme 
Court yesterday to represent a large number of 
creditors of Burkhaiter & Co. and move for the 
appointment of a receiver and the deposition of 
Assignee Charlies H. Fancher. The motion was 
made by Biumenstiel & Hirsch, who represent 
creditors to the amount of $160,000 and indl- 
rectly to the amount of $4,000,000. 

These creditors are seeking in this way to re- 
move the assets from the hands of the assignee 
and thus make themselves more secure. The 
action is also for the purpose of setting aside 
the assignments of accounts to the Irving Na- 
tional Bank, the transfer of merchandise to 
Charies F. Mattiage, a Director of the bank, and 


the general assignment of the firm to Charlies 
H. Fancher, the President of the bank. 

The supporters of yesterday’s motion allege 
that the general assigument was for the benetit 
of the Irving National Bank and the assignee, 
and not for the benefit of the creditors. 

The motion was opposed by Frederic R. Cou- 
dert, David McClure, C. E. Rushmore, and Law- 

er pevere on behalf of the assignee and the 

aD 

In making the motion Lawyer Blumenstiei 
reviewed the facts of the making of the assign- 
ment sometime during the night of Oct. 19 and 
morning of Oct. 20. He produced affidavits to 
show that $95,000 of assets of the firm was 
transferred tg the Irving National Bank before 
the assignmtht was executed. At the same 
time the liability of the firm to the bank was 
only $69,000. The extra amount assigned was, 
he said, in accordance with an agreement en- 
tered into by the Lurkhalters to give assign- 
ments of accounts ror trom 20 to 25 percent. 
more than the liabilities to the bunk. Mr. Biu- 
meustiel alleged that the best accounts of the 
iirm were thus assigned and collected the next 
day and turned over to the bank. The total 
liabilities of the firm were $600,000. The assets 
consisted of $300,000 of accounts of the net 
value of $200,000. The gross value of the 
stock in the store is $150,600. 

Of this stock some $40,000 had been pledged 
as collateral and $25,000 had been taken on 
replevin writs. leaving only about $90,000 
worth of merchandise. This would leave net 
assets of about $200,000. It was thus alleged 
by the move of the motion that more than one- 
third of the assets had been transferred and 
oes of before the assignment was made. In 
addition there was $183,000 worth of prefer- 
ences. He argued, therefore, that fraud had 
been resorted to in making the assignment, and 
that the assignment was void and cannot stand. 

Lawyer Zabriskie, also appearing for unse- 
cured creditors, supported the assertions of 
Lawyer Blumenstiel. 

Lawyer Kushmore, for the bank and the as- 
signee, opposed the motion. He characterized 
the charges of fraud against the Burkhalters 
and Fancher as unfounded and untrue in fact 
He said that the only reason tor working on the 
assignments at night was that an attachment 


against the firm was pending and ft was desir~ 


able to tinish the work as soon as possible be- 
fore the attachment was obtained. Mr. Rusb- 
more claimed that Mr. Fancher had entered 
upon the discharge of his duties with great 
energy and was getting the affairs of the tirm 
into good shape when he was enjoined by the 
court. 

Frederic R. Coudert spoke in opposition to 
the motion forthe Irving Nationai Bank. He 
Said that the bank had done uothing more than 
accommodate the Burkhaliters in the usual 
course of Lusiness. He claimed that the news- 
papers had been persecuting Mr. Fancher, and 
he was very muci afraid that the court would 
be influenced by the newspaper articles. The 
court assured him to the contrary. Mr. Céudert 
argued that the mere fact that the bank had a 
cisim against the defunct tirm did not operate 
as an impediment to Mr. Fancher’s assiguee- 
ship. Long before the assignment these claims 
were known to be valid; therefore there was 
nothing to prevent Mr. Fancher continuing to 
actas assignee. He was thoroughly familiar 
with the detaiis of the work, and was the best 
man to continue it Mr. Coudert suggested 
that if areceiver was appointed it should be 
Mr. Fancher. 

Lawyer David MoClure continued the areu- 
Ment against the motion after the recess. He 
covered much the same ground as Mr. Rueb- 
more and Mr. Coudert.

FAVORABLE ACTION ON THE EAST RIVER 
BRIDGE COMPANY’Ss PETITION. 


The Board of Aldermen yesterday granted to 
the East River Bridge Company the right to 
construct, operate, and maintain the approaches 
to the two bridges which the company propores 
to build over the East River, under the act of 
the last Legislature, the passage of which was 
60 generally criticised. 

The Aldermanic vote was unanimous. Alder- 
man Flynn and Alderman Charles J. Smith were 
the only absentees. The bridge scheme includes 
an elevated railroad to cross this city at Spring 
Street. 

The permission granted yesterday by the 
Board of Aldermen contains the condition that 
the company isto give a bond of $200,000 to 
save the city harmless from damage, and that 
the Commissioner of Public Works shall have 
control of the location of stations and stair- 
ways. 

The city, however, is to reccive no compensa- 
tion until the receipts average $3,000 a day on 
the bridge and $4,000 a day on the railroad. 
When these receipts are reached the company 
is to pay 1 per cent. of the bridge receipts, and 
this is to be divided between New-York and 
Brookiyn. The peroentage from the railroad 
will all go to this city. There is also a stipula- 
tion that for each additional $4,000 of daily re- 
ceipts on the railroad and $3,000 on the bridge 
an additional 1 per cent. is to be paid. 

The action taken on the application was after 
a@ public hearing by the full soard of Aldermen. 
Jonn M. Scribner, as attorney for the Dry Dock, 
kast Broadway and Battery Railroad Com- 
pany, opposed the application. He attacked 
the legality of the legislative act under which 
the bridges and railroads are to be built. 

He said that acorporation could not legally 
be created by a special act of the Legislature to 
build a railroad across the city, and that in the 
franchise asked for no provision was made for 
the sale of the franchise at auction, as was the 
law in similar cases. Mr. Scribner also pointed 
out that there was uo provision for the pay- 
inent of any percentages of receipts to the city, 
as required by the Captor act. 

Clarence C. Ferris appeared in behalfof the 
proporty owners between Delancey and Riving- 
ton Streets, where the New-York terminus of 
bridges and raiiroad is to be. He wanted def- 
inite information as to which side of the block 
the railroad would run on, or whether it would 
pass through the middle of the block. 

Edward Lauterbach, counsel forthe company, 
sentacierk towatch the proceedings of the 
board, but was not there himself to answer 
questions and objections. The Aldermen, how- 
ever, were evidently all ready to take definite 
action. 

Alderman Tait moved that the resolution 
granting the franchise be adopted. Alderman 
O’ Beirne said that the franchise for the bridge 
approaches and for the railroad ought to be 
granted separately, and he asked that the 
whole matter be ljaid over for another week. 
No one backed up Mr. O’Beirne and the fran- 
chise was granted. 





UNION STREET RAILWAY CASE. 


COUNSEL JENKS ARGUES A DEMURRER 
IN BEHALF OF MAYOR BOODY. 


The suit brought by John Adamson against 
the City of Brooklyn, certain Aldermen, and the 
Union Street Railway Company to have de- 
clared null and void the franchise given to the 
latter for an electric road on Union Street, 
Brooklyn, came up before Judge Cullen, in the 
Supreme Court, Brooklyn, yesterday, on a de- 
murrer interposed by Corporation Counsel 
Jenks on behalf of Mayor Boody. 

William J. Gaynor, for the plaintiff, had al- 
leged that he requested Mayor Boody to bring 
the action on behalf of the people, and he had 
refused. 

Mr. Jenks argued that the Mayor had a right 
to refuse, and that such refusal dia not give the 
plaintiff a right of action against him as the 
representative of the city. 

Mr. Gaynor contended that the city was a 
proper party to the action, and charged that 
collusion had been practiced when the franchise 
was awarded to this company in the face of an 
offer from arival concern to pay $30,000 cash 
for it. 

Decision was reserved. 





ELEVATED ENGINES WRiCKED. 
BS SRA 
THEY SEEMED TO START UP OF THEIR 
OWN ACCORD. 


Engine No. 9 of the Brooklyn Elevated Road 
was laid off on a side track in the Broadway 
yard at 1:30 o’clock yesterday morning, when, 
from somes unaccountable reason, it began to 
move. 

At the same time engine No. 64, which was in 
the rear and on the same track, started after 
No. 9. 

Both engines. sped down Broadway, and No. 9 
Tan up against a bulkhead at Fulton Street and 
Alabama Avenue. The collision threw it back 
a dozen feet, and then it was hit by engine No. 
64 and again thrown against the buiknead. 
This time the latter broke off near the top, and 
a portion of it crashed through the plate glass 
windows of John Mack’s saloon on the corner. 
The engines kept bumping int®O one another 
until an engineer boarded them and turned off 
the steam. Hoth engines were badly wrecked, 
the damage being estimated at $2,500. 





Voted Against an Addition. 

By a vote of 598 nays to 183 yeas, the Produce 
Exchange members yesterday defeated the 
proposition to erect an addition to the Ex- 
change Building on a court opening on Stone 
Street and owned by the organization. They 
recently voted in favor of an addition on what 
is known as the Popham property, and most of 
them decided that that was enough construc- 
tion work to have on hand. 

The court upon which it was proposed to build 
is about 36 feet square. The addition upon 
it would have given from 9,500 to 10,000 
square feet for oftice uses and would have cost 
about $72,000. 





Stole from a Saint. 

Last Sunday the good Catholic Italians who 
worship in the Churok of 8t. Michael, 113 Bax- 
ter Street, made offerings to their patron saint 
—8t. Rocco. As usual, the offerings were most- 
ly in the form of rings and other pieces of jew- 
elry. Two sacrilegious little Italians, in whom 
proper respect ior the saint seems to be lack- 


ing, forthwith despoiled the figure of St. Rocco 
of its precious adornments and pawned some of 
them. The value of the articles stolen was 
slight. The boys, who were arrested Monday 
night and brought into the Tombs yesterday 
morning, were held in $1,000 bail for examina- 
tion.

There was a more hopeful feeling in Stock Ex- 
change circles to-day than at any other time 
eince the election. It was, perhaps, due to the 
discovery made by the bear leaders that their 
attacks on prices did not bring ont long stock 
and that their only safety was in covering their 
outstanding contracts. The effort to create the 
impression that the success of the Demooratioc 
Party at the polls would result in disaster to 
investment interests has been a decided failure.

"WRECKER ANDREWS AGAIN | 


‘EFFORT MAKING TO GET HIM OUT 
OF HIS STEAM COMPANY. 


SUIT BROUGHT BY CHARLES F. WINCH 
FOR APPOINTMENT OF A RECEIVER 
—MISMANAGEMENT AND FRAUD 
CHARGED AGAINST THE PRESIDENT 
OF THE. COMPANY. 


A well-organized effort has been instituted by 
many of the largest stockholders of the New- 
York Steam Company to oust President Wal- 
lace ©. Andrews, who they charge has made 
himself the sole authority of the company 
by surrounding himself with a “dummy” 
Board of Directors. The stock of the company 
is now worth about $l1a share. It has paid but 
one dividend, and that in stock. When it was 
bought by most of the people who hold it now 
it cost upward of S70 ashare. Action has been 
begun by ex-Judge Frederick G. Gedney, as at- 
torneyv for Charlies F. Winch and other stock- 
holders, to have a receiver appointed. 

Mr. Andrews is the financier, so called, who 
was President of the Standard Gas Light Com- 
pany, & corporation on which it was charged he 
tried to unload the almost worthless stock of 
the steam-heating company. The charges of 
fraud made by the stockholders against him 


forced him, on Dec. 18, 1891, to resign his office, 
and he compromised the suit that was brought 
against him by returning to the Standard Gas 
Light Company common stock to an amount 
variously stated at from $2,000,000 to $3,000,- 
G00. 

O. 8. Carter, President of the Bank of the Re- 
public, succeeded Mr. Andrews as a Director in 
the Standard Gas Light Company. Since Mr. 
Andrews was put out of the management of the 
gas company, its affairs, under the directorate 
of well-known business men, have, it is said, 
prospered. 

The hope and the belief of the stockholders 
of the New-York Steam Company is that, if they 
can get rid of Andrews, their company might 
prosper as the Standard Gas Light Company has 
prospered since Andrews was thrown out of its 
control. 

Mr. Winch is a broker, with an office at 59 
William Street. He declares that in his action 
to secure a receiver he is supported by a large 
mumber of the heaviest stockholders of the 
company. “Many of them,” said Mr. Winch to 
a TIMEs reporter, “do not care to bave their 
names used, though they are strongly with me. 
The fact that I have a vase which ex-Judge Ged- 
ney will acceptas attorney, and which Edward 


C. James will act as counsel in, is in itself a 
guarantee of its good faith; but as Mr. Andrews 
has seen tit to brand me as # blackmailer, I will 
pay that, though I alone appear in the suit, sup- 
porting me are John M. Srockman, Jobn Ff. 
Pupke, and E. A. Darling, one of the proprie- 
tors of the Fifth Avenye Hotel, all men of high 
standing in the business community. 

“The proceedings which | appear as inaugu- 
rating I take upon myself because I, as a broker, 
sold this steam company stock to my custom- 
ers, and their investinents, made on my repre- 
sentations, have been squandered. What I 
Want is that Mr. Andrews shall discharge the 
present Board of Directors, which is & 
*dummy’ board, composed of eight clerks in his 
employ, and replace them with men who repre- 
sent the stock interest, and who are in danger 
of being thrown out altogether. It is a fact 
that many of the stockholders have refused to 
serve as Directors unless Andrews gets out, 
men of such business standing as those I have 
mentioned, but Audrews will! not get out.”’ 

Mr. Winch’s suit is brought to compel An- 
drews to account for his official conduct as a 
Director and President of said New-York Steam 
Company, inthe management and disposition 
of the funds and pa»perty committed to his 
charge, and to compel him to pay to the New- 
York Steam Company the value of 10,000 
shares of the common stock of the Standard 
Gaslight Company, the property of said New- 
York Steam Company, which, it is alleged, he 
has acquired to lbimself or transferred to 
others or lost or wasted by a violation of his 
duty to the said New-York Steam Company. 

Ex-Judge Gedney, speaking of the matter to 
a Trucs reporter, said: “The law requires in 
proceedings of the kind we have inetituted that 
we must have the co-operation of the Attorney 
General. Notice must pe given him of the mo- 
tion to appoint a receiver, and the appointment 
is a matter that suggests itself to his judgment 
either to oppose or to favor. Without his co- 
operation it is difficult to act. 

“The law further requires that where the 
euitis brought by a stockholder he shall serve 
the Directors of the corporation with a notice 
containing the allegations of fraud on the part 
of any officer, and it is theduty of the Di- 
rectors to brigg an action against the guilty 
othcial. Failing to do thia, the aggrieved stock- 
holder or stockholders may sue, making the 
corporation the defendant. This Mr. Winch has 
done. 

“One of the charges of fraud that can be 
proved by the public records is that Mr. An- 
drews, just about the time these proceedings 
began, transferred to his own name the prop- 
erty of the company on Greenwich and Wash- 
ington Streets, valued at over $1,000,000, and 
that when these proceedings took a more deti- 
nite form he, probably becoming frightened, 
trausferred it back aguin to the company.” 

The attitude of Mr. Andrews under the pres- 
evt charges is very similar to that he assumed 
when the éffort was making to get him out of 
the Standard Gaslight Company. Hesays that 
everybody knows that he is very rich, and so 
there are all sorts of persons, even women, 
after his money. Winch, he says, is one of these 

reons. He calls hima speculator. “He has 

ought about ten shares of the company’s 
stock,” says Mr. Andrews, “ which [ think is 
worth about $1 ashare. Now he wants me to 
give him $500 for it. He has visited me often 
on a pretense of business, but invariably his 
conversation has turned to the value of steam 
company stock. The story he now tells is a 
tissue of faisehoods, absolutely untrue, and 
his charges have no foundation. 

** The truth of the whole matter is that the 
New-York Steam Company is indebted to mein 
the sum of nearly $1,500,000, which I have 

aid out for it in interest at various times. The 

eoks will show that I paid out $1,000 a day 
for the company for 900 days. This ia a record 
unparalle!ed for any private individual backing 
any concern in this or any other country. I 
have been the only man to stick to the company 
in ite darkest days, and for years I have been 
the only one to put a dollar into it. I have 
spent the money because I believe in the future 
of the company.”’ bd 
f4Mr. Winch’s reply to this talk of Andrewa’s is 
quite interesting. Says Mr. Winch: 

“Mr. Andrews may well say that the steam 
company may some day be made a dividend- 
paying corporation, but I say it might just as 
well beso new. There are in the United States 
twelve steam companies besides the one in 
New-York, and every one of them pays hand- 
somely except this one. This one never paid a 
dividend except once, and then the stockhold- 
ers were clamoring so that Andrews got fright- 
ened. He paida dividend, but he paid it in 
atock, and the transfer books show that that 
atock dividend was not paid from the treasury 
of the company, but was taken from Mr. An- 
drewa’s private holdings. 

“In Lockport, this State, there is a steam 
company that is paying big dividends. Mr. An- 
drews originally acquired from that concern 
the right to use its peculiarly economic distrib- 
Uting system in this city, and he gave them 
some of the New-York company’s stock in pay- 
ment for the privilege, some three hundred 
shares, lithink. At the same time he took to 
himself about one-third of the original stock 
issue as payment for himself as the promoter of 
the scheme. The Lockport people have no love 
for Mr. Andrews now. They have vested rights 
jn their system of steam distribution, and they 
have been sadly handicapped in handling those 
rights with profit because the history of the 
New-York Steam Company has been one of 
such failure that capital has looked askance 
at the whole steam-supply business. 

“Just to show you that the New-York Steam 
Company should make alotof money, let me 
make a brief explanation. In cold Winter 
weather the company burns about 800 tons of 
coal a day. It buys in large quautities and 
uses the so-called buck wheat coal, which it gets 
for about $2 aton. Consumers pay the equiva- 
lent of about $9 aton for that coal. They are 
ready todo this because to individually pur- 
chase coal, have boilers and engipecrs, would 
make it just about as expeusive. Now, on this 
coal that the steam company pays $2 a ton for, 
‘we will allow a maximum loss of 50 per cent. in 
distribution, &c. That would make its total 
cost $3 a ton, leaving an apparent profit of $6 
onaton. If any of the stockholders go to An- 
drews and ask him why itis that the company 
cannot pay a dividend, however, he answers 
that the company is not making as much money | 
as is needed to extend the system. ‘lam put- , 
ting up all the money,” he will say, * why don’t 
you put up’some?’ 

“He taiks about my trying to force him to 
give me $500. Iam trying through a suit in the 
courts, which I hops will be tried next month, 
to force him to pay me $10,000 which he owes | 
moe. In 1888 he engaged me to sell the stock of 
the steam company, and I was to get a commis- 
sion of $5 ashare. The stock was then selling 
for about $70, the par value being $10v. 
Among those whom I succeeded in interesting 
was B. T. Babbitt, the millionaire soap manu- 

 facturer. I saw Andrews aud told him that Mr. 

- Babbitt was going to buy. He said that I had 
_ better turn Mr. Babbitt over to him, for, as he 

- ‘was the President of the steam company, he 

‘ight bring about a larger purchase from him. 
‘will not make any difference with your com- 
qnission of $5 a share,’ he kept assuring me. I 
4 go thatway. lt took me along time to get 

\ wsto acknowledge that he had sold to 

bbitt. I kept asking him for my commis- 


t he could not pay me my commission of 
a share, as he had to sellit to Mr. Babbitt at 
less than market price, and had to spend 60 
much money entertaining the.millionaire at the 
opera, &v, to $500 an to. buy atali. He gave 
me a check for and as me to come and 
see him again. 

“Tt happened to meet Mr. Babbitt a few days 
later, and much to my surprise, in conversation 
he told me that he had purohased 1,000 shares 
of preferred and 1,000 shares of common stock, 
and he gave me the price he had paid for it, 
which was about $20 a share more than they 
wero selling for on the market. Wel], my com- 
mission shoald have been $10,000 on that sale 
under my agreement with Andrews, and itis 
for that I am suing.”’

GUION SERVICE ABRIDGED, 


——_—_>—__—_ 
IMMIGRATION RESTRICTIONS BEGINNING 
TO HAVE THSIR EFFECT. 


Owing to restrictions placed by the Treasury 
Department upon ships having immigrants on 
board, the Gulon Steamship Company has Ge- 
cided temporarily to withdraw two of its largest 
ships from the New-York service and run the 
others only at long intervals, instead of weekly, 
as heretofore. 

The Treasury Department was notified of this 
action on the part of the Guion Line by the 
company’s New.York agent yesterday. The 
department was further inforined that after the 
sailing of the Guion liver whichis now on the 
other side, no other vesseis of that company 
would sail from England for the three eneuing 
w eka. 

This decision of the Guion people temporarily 
to suspend their New-York service during the 
operation of the order concerning immigrants 
was reached soon after the Wyoming sailed tor 
this port. With sixty-seven steerage passen- 
gers on board, that vessel took her departure 
from Liverpool on Nov. 19, bound for this port. 
Three days previous to her sailing the Treasury 
Department decided that any and all steam- 
ships arriving from foreign ports with immi- 
grants on board would be subject to a detention 
of twenty dayain quarantine. 

The Guion Company allowed the Wyoming to 
sail with her steerage passengers on board, and 
sent a létter to the Treasury Department 
asking for a suspension of the order in favor of 
the passengers who, the agents said, were 
booked previous to the issuance of the depart- 
ment’s circular, and whose contract for trans- 
portation could not be canceled. The depart- 
ment refused to grant the request. The 
Treasury officers may have considered the 
agents’ argument that the contract could not 
be canceled a specious one, as the Cunard peo- 
ple, under the same circumstances, had, after 
the promulgation of the order, decliped to carry 
the steerage passengers who had been booked 
tor the Umbria. At any rate, the request to 
waive the order in the case of the Wyoming was 
not granted, and that vessel may have to re- 
main in quarantine for the prescribed twenty 
days when she arrives. 

The Guion Line will dispatch the Arizona from 
this port on Nov. 26. Aiter that no other vessel 
of the company will sail until Dec. 7, and thea 
none until Jan. 7, when the Nevada will leave 
this port for Liverpool. 

Concerning a report that the Guion pier had 
been sublet, the agents said yesterday that only 
a part of the pier had been let. The Morgan 
Steamship Company had hired it.

The new building is in harmony with the 
original structure, being in fact almost a 
counterpart. The frontis of brick, with light 
brownstone trimmings. It is six stories in 
height, with cellar and sub-cellar, for engine, 
boilers, steam-heating apparatus, and rooms for 
the making of instrumenta. In the instrument 
department, or shop, are made braces and other 
appliances for the treatment of hip, spinal, foot, 
and other bone and joint diseases. Some of 
these appliances are of delicate and intricate 
construction, and require the services of skilled 
machinists, Who are constantly employed in the 
work. 

The upper stories of the annex are arranged 
ns follows: First tloor, two reception rooms, 
one for patients, the other for visitors, and two 
operating rooms, one for young wowen, the 
other for girls; second floor, officers’ rooms, 
with the dining room in the rear. Back of the 
latter, upon an extension roof,is a children’s 
Winter playroom, filled with picture books, pa- 
pers, toys, &c. The next two floors above con- 
tain the hospital wards, filled with beds and 
cots, and on the floors above are the EUrses, and 
servants’ rooms.

| BROOKLYN HAS A DOG SHOW

ARISTOCRATIC CANINES IN THE 
CLERMONT AVENUE RINK. 


THE EXHIBITION OF THE NATIONAL 
GREYHOUND CLUB ATTRACTS A BIG 
CROWD TO SBE THE ANIMALS OF 
NOBLE PEDIGREE — THE LUCKY 
PRIZE WINNERS. 


The dog show is onin Brooklyn. It is held in 
the Clermont Avenue Rink, under the direction 
ofthe National Greyhound Club. For many 
weeks men and women having dog lore and 
dog genealogy at their finger tips, have been 
going about the surrounding country making 
their selection of dogs for exhibit. That they 
knew their business is shown by the result. 
Dogs of every kind have been consulted in the 
matter of exhibition and fine specimens pro- 
duced. 


“The show’s selection has been made with care, 
And only dogs of high degree are there.” 


And, moreover, the show has the sanction of 
the most noted breeders and associations in 
this part of the country, and many of them are 
exhibitors. It has the indorsement of the Amer- 
ican Kennel Club and the Westminster Kennel 
Club, and among the entries are some by such 
enthusiastic breeders as August Belmont, W. C. 
Reick, and the Rutherfurd brothers. These and 
others believe thatone of the needs of Brooklyn 
is a first-class dog show. 

In spite of all its powerful backing, and in 
spite of the blue blood of twenty kennels all 
massed under one roof, the dog show yesterday 
did not seem a happy place. Hardly a dog was 
there but objected with voice and muscle to 
staying. The dog show was evidently a nui- 
sance to the talent on exhibition. 

Aside from their dislike for the performance, 
the dogs exhibited a lively jealousy of each 


other. Let a dog trot everso quietly along a 
gangway under convoy of a human friend, and 
every dog on the row would thrust out his nose 
and bark most dciiantly. They were lonesome 
in their isolation, and cared less for critical in- 
spection than for some one to come around and 
talk to them familiarly, 

Two or three cases were noticed where dogs 
were kept guiet by the presence in tront of 
their stalls of some person they knew. Girls 
eat all day in attendance upon their pets, read- 
ing # book and keeping their prize winners 
tranguil. 

The dogs were feverish with excitement, and 
basins of water lasted no time at all. The soll- 
tary man whose business it was to replenish the 
water basing was on the run continually, and 
dogs scented the desired water far down the 
line and barked and howled dismally for it. 

The sense of humor displayed by the dogs was 
marked. Some of the quietest and best behaved 
in the lot could not repress their barks of ridi- 
cule when a white dog, woolly in the extreme 
and resembling the stuifed sheep children piay 
with, was led by. They actually made the poor 
dog act as if ashamed of his owu appearance. 

Other dogs were sheared and trimmed fan- 
tastically. They were pitied, not jeered at; 
their appearance was not their fault, but their 
misfortune. And the mania for wmutilation 
crept out and showed itself; for other dogs went 
about with their ears trimmed to pen points, and 
great red scars were evidence that the operation 

was not painless. 

Some of them took quite naturally to luxuri- 
ous display. One big fellow slept at ease curled 
on a sky-blue quilt. Others had nice stuffed 
cushions for their comfort. Straw was pro- 
vided for all alike, but the distinctiou of wealth 
would crop outin these choice additional fix- 
ings. Some dogs wore their blankeis as though 
they had strolled in fora moment and couldn't 
stop to lay aside their wraps. All these atten- 
tions the dogs accepted in a way that showed 
they were to the mauner born. 

On the stage at the end of the rink there are 
@ number of cages or exhibition booths con- 
taining dogs so smal that one has to look twice 
to be convinced that there is any dog at all 
there. Some you could hidein your hat and 
smother under a pocket handkerchief. They 
have wire frouts to their cages, as closely strung 
ag the wire in canary bird cages. Utbers have 
no wire, but disport themselves behind glass. 

The charming home occupied by one shivery 
little pet is as attractive as a Punch and Judy 
booth, and is not unlike itin appearance. It is 
painted rod, hung with curtains, lined with 
satin, builtup toa peak roof, and on the front, 
inascroll,is the name of the fortunate occu- 

aut—Tovtsie. Tootsie could be concealed ina 

arge coffee cup. She basks on her mistress’ 
lap and consents to be combed without showing 
more ill temper than most children in similar 
conditions. She then hops down and leads 
her mistress for a promenade about the rink. 
The mistress can hardly fevl Tootsie’s tug at 
the end of the leading string, and she wears 
giasses so that she may at all times keep Toot- 
sie in sight.

If one wants to buy anything 
for a dog, the article can likely be found in the 
rink. Orif he wants to buy the dog itself, there 
is a big stock to select from. Some are marked 
‘**sold,” and some “ not for sale” and “‘ not for 
competition,” but there are a great plenty of 
aristocratic dogs left to choose from. 

The attendance at the show during the even- 
ing was larger than in the daytime.

How to Treat Infected Ships, 

At aregular meeting of the New-York Acad- 
emy of Medicine on West Forty-third Street 
the Wesley M. Carpenter lecture was delivered 
last evening by Dr. J. J. Kinyoun of the Marine 
Hospital Service at Washington. 

Dr. Kinyoun took as the subjeot of his paper 
“Modern Treatment of the Infected Vessel,” 
and stated that through the agenoy of improved 
marine architecture, and the introduction of 
steain and other new methods of disinfection, 
the liability of the spread of disease on ship- 
board bad much diminished. 

He strongly advocated the establishing in 
quarantine waters a station fully equipped with 
all the appliances of modern science for cleans- 
ing and disinfecting purposes, and devoted most 
of his paper to a detailed description of what 
the thorough quarantine station should be.

PROJECT TO ADORN THE FIFTH AVENUE

A movement is on foot among a number of 
prominent citizens that may result in the erec- 
tion ofa inagnificent arch at the Fifth Avenue 
entrance of Central Park.

There is trouble in St. Chrysostom’s Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church, at Tompkins Avenue and 
McDonough Street, Brooklyn, because the ritual 
is toohigh. Seven of the nine Trustees re- 
signed on Monday night. They were ©. A. Jen- 
ney, G. W. Alpers, 8. Henderson, M. R. Law- 
rence, J. M. Peacock, H. A. Fairbairn, and W. J. 
Baldwin. 

The church was organized about four years 
ago, and took possession of the old Tompkins 
Avenue Congregational Churoh whon the Rev. 
Dr. R. R. Meredith abandoned it for his present 
one. The property is valued at $100,000, but 
there is a debt of $40,000 on it. 

The rector, the Rev. WW. E, Wright, admitted 
yesterday that there was trouble in the church, 
and that several families intended to leave. 

“Some don’t like the ritual,’’ he said, *‘ others 
object to my preaching, and still others don’t 
fancy the business management. There is 
always an opposition party in a churoh, and it 
is just as wellfor the church that such people 
should go elsewhere.”

A COMPOSITION WHICH’ WILL REVOLU~ 
TIONIZE THE STEBL‘\ INDUSTRY—DE- 
SIGN OF AN IDEAL RAM—EXPERI- 
MENTS WITH POWDER —~— FEATURES 
OF COMMODORE FOLGER’S REPORT. 


WasuINcTon, Nov. 22.—The discovery of & 
composition which will revoiutionize the steel 
industry and the designing of a ram which com- 
bines all the triumphant elements of armament 
and protection are the two features included in 
the annual report to Secretary Tracy by his 
Chief of Ordnance, Commodore W. M. Folger. 
The report covers a period rich in the results 
of ordnance experiment, and proves that this 
country to-day, in this particular, leads all 
others in the ingenuity of its devices and the 
efficiency of its products. 

The feature of Commodore Folger’s report 
which will be of importance to an immense and 
growing industry is the discovery of a noncor- 
rodible steel. In developing a domestic source 
for the production of suitable wire for torpedo 
netting, the bureau was confronted with 4 
record of rapid deterioration from corrosion in 
foreign services, and with a view of securing a 
noncorrodible metal prepared the specifications 
and ordered a quantity of high-grade nickel 
atee] from the Bethlehem Iron Company. 

This has been delivered and has been sub- 
jected to an extensive serics of tests as to the 
feature of corrodibility in particular and in gen- 
eral to all the usual physical requirements. The 
elastic limit was satisfactorily high, and it is 
noted that the extraordinary elongation is not 
confined to any particular section of the speci- 
men, but is a uniform moljeocular distortion 


throughout ths entire mass. This, it is believed, 
will be a precious quality in the application of 
this metal to the arts in general and to gun 
construction in particular. 

The feature of slight corrodibility noted by 
Mr. James Riley, the Scotchman who first called 
attention to steel and nickel alloy, may be con- 
sidered as reaffirmed by a series of acid tests at 
the Newport laboratory and by the immersion 
of construction plates in sea water at Newport 
and Pensacola, Fila. It is pracmen’y noncor- 
rodible in the atmosphere. The bureau has had 
wire suitable for torpedo netting drawn from 
this material, and the excellent physical quali- 
ties in the bar have been further illustrated in 
the wire. 

The burean is of the opinion that the noncor- 
rodible quality of the alloy, coupled with other 
physical characteristics, renders it specially 
adapted to the construction of guns subjected to 
high pressures with nitro-powders, believing 
that the erosion eftects are largely due primarily 
to chemical action by the powder gases, To de- 
termine this, a small gun of the field artillery 
type and a few small-arm barrels will be made 
of this material. 

At the requsst of the Bureau of Ordnance, a 
series of magnetometer tests were made of sam- 

les of the 25 per cent. nickel alloy, in compar- 
son with the action with ordinary steel. he 
nickel steel submitted was about one-tenth as 
susceptible to magnetic influences as the ordl- 
nary steel bar, and much more desirable for 
conning towers than the ordinary steel. The 
bureau will recommend the conning tower of 
one of the new vessels to be made of this metal. 

The results of the trial of the Ericsson sub- 
marine gun at the Brooklyn Navy Yard lead to 
the recommendation that the ram of the future 
be supplied with this type of ordnance. To this 
end, illustrating the application of submarine 
artillery as a primary element of the armament 
of a ram and at the same time utilizing the 
high explosives, propelled by a powder charge, 
(which recent successful experiments have ren- 
dered entirely feasible,) the bureau has pre- 
pared a design of a vessel which represents ef- 
fective features of offense and which would 
probably render good service in the defense of 
the seaboard cities. 

The above-water guns are short-bored rifled 
mortars, firing projectiles of drawn or rolled 
nickel) stee), containing ge charges of 200 
pounds of high explosive. be pair of sub- 
marine guns— placed either in vertical or hori- 
zontal sense—designed to be discharged in rapid 
succession, is intended to use projectiles con- 
taining 500 pounds of high explosive. The 
curved nickel-steel deck and submerged side 
armor (the last as a defense against the torpedo) 
present a combination of the elements of pro- 
tection, which it is believed, would prove eflect- 
ive. Such a vessel would stand as the nearest 
approach to invulnerability of anything afloat. 

The feasibility of firing high explosives has 
been demonstrated during the year with em- 
mensite and with a high explosive developed 
by the ordnance people at Newport. Oom- 
modore Folger says: 

“The latter may be useajas the bursting charges of 
common shell, aerial torpedoes, submarine torpe- 
does, &c.,0n account of the safety with which it 
may be handled and of the possibility of exploding it 
detonatively without the use of fuiminate of mer- 
cury. In course of experiments with this explosive, 
a number of rounds were fired from the four-inch 
rapid-tire gun with the service velocity of upward of 
2,000 foot-seconds. Other experiments have shown 
that common shell, of the tubular manufacture, 
filled with this explosive, can be fired through eix 
one-inch plates and burst detonatively at will beyond 
them. Asa bursting charge for the same shell, when 
fired in the explosion chamber, the production of 
fragments was entirely satisfactory as regards num- 
ber and size. 

“Jit is believed that these very successfal experi- 
ments in the utilization of a high explosive of great 
power asa bursting charge for shell propelled by 
gunpowder with high velocities settle the long dis- 
cussion in this country with regard to the relative 
merite of firing high explosives from air guns or 
from powder guns. 

“itis appreciated (and this has likewise been noted 
abroad) that a decided revolution in the character 
of the armament of vessels of warisimminent. The 
batteries of naval vessels will be composed of two 
Classes of guns; the first,as at present, of great 
length and power, asing armor-piercing projectiles, 
and the second, shorter guns of very large bore and 
firing projectiles containing charges of powerful 
high explosives, the latter being intended for use 
against the unarmored portions of ships.” 


The trials with emmensite have resulted in no 
accident or abnormal or disadvantageous feat- 


ure. 

Akin to the subject of high explosive is the 
intensely interesting one of smokeless powder. 
During the past year the bureau has tested 
with gratifying results 1,500 pounds of smoke- 
less powder of its own manufacture. The re- 
port says: 

“The square, flat grains first used have been given 
up and the macaroni form adopted, the diameter of 
the sticks varying from about one-thirty-second of 
an inch for the small arms to about two-tenths of an 
ioch for the six-inch gun, and the larger sticks being 

erforated. Repeated experiments have further 
yomonatrated the stability aud safety of this powder. 
One portion in an jron vessel, wrapped in 
felting, and exposed to &@ temperature of 208° 
Fabrenheit for six hours was absolutely uguaf- 
feo another, ye treated, stood a 
temperature of 212° Fahrenheit for twenty 
hours betore showing signs of change; a third 
sample exposed to a temperature of 6° below zero, 
Fahrenhei(, was likewise unaffected. Attempta to 
detonate this powder by the service detonator, when 
closely confined in jron oylinders, have failed, 
though the cylinders themselves Were ruptared and 
the powder scattered. . 

“The reported fact that nitroglycerine powders dis- 
integrate ata temperature below the freezing point 
of nitrogiyserine, about 39° Fahrenheit, and the 
fact that nitroglycerine is Volatile at ali tempera- 
tures, the rate of evaporation_inoreasing with the 
temperature, when consider in connection with 
the above experiments with guncotton powder, 
aré convincing proof of the lafter’s superiority. A 
com u of results with those obtained abroad 
(giying due weight wo the different lengths of bore 
and weights of projectile) shows the marked eu- 
periority of the American smokeless powder, which 
te higher and more regulas velocities with much 
ower aud much more uniform pressure. 

“ There is every reason to believe that in the near 
future smokeless powder will take the place of ordi- 
Sasy gonpowsce in the smaller guns, and that its 

l gradually be extended to the largest cali- 

res. The bureau expects to soon have the mauu- 

ture of this explosive upon @ large scale under 

way, and will then issue it to service for all classes 
of rapid-fire cuns. 

“ As regards powder for smal) arms, progress has 
not been so great as has been anticipated. The 

culties of securing ignition and perfect combus- 

on of a form of powder admitting machine loading 
of the cartriiges have not yet been overcome. The 
use of the small macaroni form of grain, with the 
method of ignition found necessary, would make 
machine loading impracticable, and the square grain, 
more easily ignited and loaded, trom its irregular 
ar in the cartridge case, gives correspondingly 
regular results in velocity and pressure. Expert. 
mente are, however, being continued with small- 
arm powder at the torpedo station, and the bureau 
has no doubt that ali dificultics will soon be over.

The determination to adopt the Harvey proc- 
es# in the manufacture of all armor plates was 
reached after several tests with plates treated 
by this process, tests described in detail in these 
dispatches at the time of their occurrence at 
the Indian Head proving ground, “It will be 
appreciated,” says Commodore Folger, “ that 
these results speak for themselves, and 
need no further comment from this bureau.” 
It was found, too, that the process of manu- 
facture did not interfere with the bending of 
plates, and the operation can be performed 
without the least difliculty and the tempering 
process carried out with complete success with- 
out materially changing the curvature. 

In regard to the recent highly-saccessful tests 
made in Europe of a nickel-steel plate treated 
by the Harvey process, Commodore Folger says 
his bureau is “ strongly of the opinion that the 
tendency abroad to decrease the calibre of the 
larger guns (their capacity for armor-piercing 
qualities being deemed sutiicient) is premature. 
Itseems probable that this tendency to a reduc- 
tion of calibre will now come to an end, it being 
evident that great mass in the projectile has 
again become necessary to insure breaking 
through the hardened surface.” 

The general system of construction of breech- 
loading rifles remains unchanged, but the in- 
crease of stiffness and strength along the chase, 
demanded by the increasing length of guns and 
the use of the new powders, has caused some 
modifications in the design, especially of the 
heavier calibres, and will probably require still 
further modification in the same direction in 
the future. 

The following table shows tho status of the 
guns required to arm the new vessels author- 
ized by law:

Of the 381 guns of calibres from 4 to 13 
inches required, 237 have been completed and 
116 are already afloat. The first thirteen-inch 
gun is approaching completion, and the forg- 
ings for a second have been received. 

One surprising result of experience is the con- 
clusion to abandon the use of power, whether 
hydraulic or electric, in the working of naval 
ordnance, and use hand power for operating 
heavy guns, asimple and efficient mechanism 
having been devised. 

Mr. William Sellers of Femetehte has sug- 
gestedto the bureau a means of assembling 
guns, and forgings have been ordered of the 
Bethlehem Company. This gun is compdsed of 
only three principal parts—a tube, an inner 
jacket, and an outer jacket—and it is claimed 
that the expense of manufacture will thus be 
reduced. It is also intended, with the apparatus 
proposed and invented by Mr. Sellers, thata 
gun may be dismounted after considerable serv- 
ice and that an eroded or damaged tube may 
be replaced by a new one, 

This apparatus and method appears to give 
promise of a definite stepin advance in our 
methods of construction. The forgings for this 
experimental piece are to be of nickel steel, the 
physical qualities of which are from 10 to 15 
per cent. higher than those of ordinary gun 
steel, and should this experimental gun prove a 
success—and there is little room for doubt that 
it will so prove—it is probable that the bureau 
will adopt nickel steel as the material for future 
gun construction. 

A second contract for orman-gienetngs shell of 
six-inch and eight-inch calibre has been entered 
into with the Carpenter Steel Company of Kead- 
ing, Penn. In this contract the severity of the 
acceptance test was considerably increased. 
‘The Carpenter projectiles have shown detinite 
features of superiority as compared with those 
manufactured by !irth and Holtzer, tested with 
the same piates. The report continues: 

“Tne Sterling Steel Company of Delmar, Penn., 
after several unsuccessful attempts, finally pre- 
sented for test a 8ix-inoh armor-piercing shell which 
came up to the bureau’s requirements, and an order 
for 100 of these shell has been filled. There is no 
doubt that the successful manufacture of the higher 
oalibres of armor-pierocing shell by this company 
will follow, and another source of supply for a war 
material so necessary and yetso slow and diilicult 
of production is thas assured. In order to further 
definitely establish the advantages and pre- 
sumed superiority of the American manufacture 
of atmecgteceng projectiles, the burean at recent 
date again caused to be made at the peovmg ground, 
Indian Head, Md., a comparative test of the eight- 
inch calibre, using two specimens each of the Holtz- 
er, Carpenter, and Sterling product. In this test 
the Carpenter shell were clearly victorious. One of 
the Sterling projectiles showed qualties of very 
superior character. 

“The manufacture of armor-piercing shell for the 
three-pounder and six-pounder rapid-fire guns ap- 
pears finally to have been established on a satisfac- 
tory basis. The bureau's requirements for these 
shell are very severe, since joes f must not only pass 
through three-inch and four-inch wrought-iron plates, 
respectively, without distortion or cracks, but must 
also, on being burst, break into a large number of 
pieces. After long experimentation the three com- 
panies engaged in their manutacture—the Hotchkiss 
Ordnance Company, the Driggs Urdnance Company, 
and the American Projectile Oompany—have suc- 
ceeded in overcoming these difficulties and are sup- 
plying shell fuily ap to requirements. : 

“In January last the dopartme.ut deemed it desira- 
ble to supply certain ships with armor-piercing 
shell at once, and accordingly 200 six-inch, 2u0 
eight-inch, and 60 tweive-iuch Holtzer shell, and 
100 Firth ten-inch armor-piercing shell were ordered 
from abroad, Prior to this 60 six-inoh, 50 eight-inch, 
15 ten.inch, and 15 twelve-inch Holtzer shell had 
been ordered for experimental purposes. All these 
shell have been received, 

“ The great expense of forged-steel armor-piercing 
shell and the necessity for their extensive use in war 
time have induced the bureau to develop a cast-ateel 
shot which, though iuferior in quality, might never- 
theless, on account of cheapness and facility of pro- 
duction, in part fulfill theirftunction. To this end 
the bureau placed an order with I. G. Johnson & 
Co. of Spuyten Dayvil, New-York City, for 400 
ten-inch and 100 twelve-inch cast-steel shot, the ac- 
ceptance test being thata selected shot from each 
lot shouid go through a steel plate one calibre thick 
when tired with service velocity. In August last a 
sample shot of each calibre was tested by firing 
against a thirtesn-inch plate made by Carnogie, 
Phipps & Co., and one of the two, which had been 
oil- tempered, did well enough to encourage further 
experiment in this direction, while the other, which 
was untreated, proved of no value. Itis hoped be- 
fore long more s#atisfactory resuits will be attained. 

“ For common siieil for the larger calibres, however, 
cast steel must still be used, not only on account of 
the resuiting greater penetration in armor and to 
obtain a larger mining charge, but also because the 
strains of firing in the larger guns reguire the 
stronger material. The methods employed by Had. 
field of England ia the manufacture of the largest 
Gast-steel shell have, upon the suggestion of this 
bureau, been acquired by the Taylor Iron and Steel 
Company of High Pridge, N. J., and a contract has 
been eniere! into with Chis company by the depart- 
ment for 656 ten-inch and 328 twelve-inch shell 
made by this process. In January last the neces- 
sity for a supply of the most citective common shell 
for the ten-inch guns of the Miantonomoh and 
Monterey caused the department to order 550 of 
these shell from the Hadtield Company direct, and 
these shell have been ade and inspected, 300 have 
been received, and the remainder are ready for ship- 
ment.’’ 

The emergency in January was the Chilean 
affair. 

A new device in the manipulation of breech 
lugs,-of exceedingly simple construction, bas 
Boon designed and tested during the year, re- 
sulting in a much greater increase in the 
rapidity of fire than could have been at first 
anticipated. Where formerly by the use of 
hydraulic power the breech of the gun was 
required to be lowered and adjusted before the 
machinery could be setin motion for removing 
the plug, it can now, by means of the new 
device for hand power, be rewoved during the 
operation of depressing the breeoh to the load- 
ing position. ‘hus the hydraulic machinery 
used for this purpose is not only omitted, but 
the time formerly occupied in handling the plug 
is practically eliminated. The effect is to nearly 
quadruple the rapidity of fire. 

The detail drawings of a new design of mount- 
ing the six-inch gun with recoil in the line of 
fire has been completed, and the carriage ts 
now in course of coustruction. It is expected to 
obtain greater rapidity and ease of manipula- 
tion, and it will resemble the rapid-tire type al- 
ready applied to the smaller calibres. 

A departure has been attempted in a design to 
mounta pair of guns upon one carriage. Such 
a@ mount is now nearly completed for two four- 
inch rapid-firiug guns, to which an electric 
motor is to be applied in cennection with a new 
system of sighting the guns, by means of which 
it is expected that greatly increased accuracy 
of fire may be obtained. 

A small steamer is asked for, that ordnance 
material may be fully and practically tested be- 
fore issue to vessels. 

The Krag-Jorgensen magazine arm adopted 
by the army is recommended for provisional 
adoption in the navy, although Commodore 
Folger anticipates that a small arm, having the 
qualities of whatis known as a repeating arm, 
rather thanthose furnished by a purely maga- 
vine type, will be found eventually to be prefer- 
able. itis also anticipated that before a deii- 
nite solution is reached with regard to smoke- 
less powder, some modilication may be made in 
the conditions concerning the correspondence 
between weight of bullet, chamber space, &c., 
of the type of magazine small arm thus provis- 
ionally adopted. The bureau has, during the 
year, procured from abroad specimens of all 
the more notable foreign inventions 1n small 
arms, and these have received, carefn) exau- 
ination and study with a view to assist in mak- 
ing & suitable selection of the type gun. 

The delivery of Whitehead torpedoes under 
the contract entered into betweon the depart- 
ment and the KE. W. Bliss Company, Limited, of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., has been prevented on ty 
of the delay in obtaining the air flasks, but ) 
contractors now have a number of torpedoes 
completed and undergoing adjustment trials 
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used by the Argentine Republic, and it is hoped 
to obtain a color that will render a torpedo 
boat nearly invisible totheenemy. It is pro- 

osed to use pomeree in torpedo boats as a 

uel instead of coal. The advantages of this 
fuel will be greater radius of action, better con- 
trol of fires, less deterioration. 

With the performance of one feature, the fir- 
ing device, the bureau is not entirely satisfied, 
after consideration of the experience gained in 
about three or four years of service with the 
guns afloat. The percussion lock, while prob- 
ably as simple as any of its kind in use abro 
occasionally misses fire, and thus introduces an 
element of doubt which in time of action would 
be extremely disadvantageous. It may be said 
that the study of the lock has received more at- 
tention than any other individual feature of the 
details of the armament. 

An endeavor is being made to perfect the 
friction primer to a point of its meeting, as an 
alternative, the requirements of service use. 
A difficulty has been experienced in securing 
suitable non-oxidizable wire, but itis provable 
that this difficulty will be obviated by the ap- 
plication of one of the non-oxidizable nickle- 
Bteel alloys. 

The bureau proposes, however, in case exper 
iments therewith are snecessful, to substitute 
in the near future for the percussion lock an 
electric primer to be used in connection with a 
small portable battery which the Gun Captains 
may carry at their waist belts. Such a device 
has been designed atthe torpedo station, and 
is now being tested at the proving ground. The 
advantages of electric fire, if certainty of action 
can be secured, will be distinctly apparent, 
particularly in the small intervalof time that 
will resulf between the intention to fire and its 
consummation, 





NEW APPRAISERS’ WAREHOUSE, 
ee 


EXCAVATIONS FOR THE FOUNDATIONS 
TO BEGIN NEXT MONDAY. 


Ground willbe broken next Monday for the 
new Appraisers’ warehouse to be erected in this 
city on the blook bounded by Greenwich, Bar- 
row, Christopher, and Washington Streets. The 
bids for the work of building and supplying 
material, (excepting plumbing, heating appa- 
ratus,elevators, electric wiring,and approaches,) 
were opened by Supervising Architect of the 
Treasury W. J. Edbrooke in Washington a few 
days ago, and the contract was awarded to 
Michael Giblin of 143 West Eightieth Street, 
this city. There were thirteen bidders, of 
whom nine were from this city, two from Brook- 
lyn, one from West Troy, and one from Pitts- 
burg, Penn. The figures of the lowest and suc- 
cessful bidder ranged from $589,500 to $593,- 


785, the next lowest bid ranging from $599,300 
to $606,371. 

r. Giblin is a well-known contractor and 
builder. During the construction of the Post 
Office he was master mason of the job, and he 
was afterward the builder of the Barge Office, at 
the Battery, and the Mercantile Exchange, at 
the cofner of Hudson and Harrison Streets. 

In accordance with the terms of the contract 
the building is to be completed in 300 working 
days, aud Mr. Giblin calculates that in a year 
from Monday, if nothing unforeseen occurs, the 
Government will be in possession of the new 
warehouse, Two hundred men will be at once 
employed in the labor of getting the ground in 
readiness forthe building of the foundation. 
The excavation required to be accomplished for 
this purpose will amount to between 35,000 and 
40,000 cubic yards of earth. 

It is not expected to go further in the course 
of the Winter than the excavation, it not being 
deemed advisable to do any mason work while 
there is frost in the ground. Everything will 
be in readiness, however, so that the masons 
can begin operations early in the Spring, and it 
is proposed to have matters in such condition 
that work upon the superstructure can be begun 
by June l. 

In the construction of the foundation 6,000 
yards of granite or of limestone will be re- 
quired, the dimensions of the building on its 
several fronts being as follows: Greenwich 
Street, 290 feet; Washington Street, 214 feet; 
Barrow Street, 208 feet, and Christopher Street, 
209 feet. The superstructure is to be of brick 
with granite trimmings, and the material re- 
quired for this portion of the edifice will include 
about 2,000,000 bricks and of somewhere in the 
neighborhood of 1,000 yards of cut stone. 

The warehouse, according to the present 
plans, will be two stories in height, but the 
building is to be so constructed that additional 
stories—it is understood to the number of eight 
eventually—can be added. The lower of the 
two stories is to be used as the Appraisers’ de- 
partment proper. and will also contain the of- 
fices of the Government employes, the upper 
story being utilized for storage purposes and 
sample rooms. 

The building is to be absolutely fire-proof, the 
interior arches being constructed of iron and 
brick, while the partitions will be formed of 
ventilating fire-proof brick. All the woodwork, 
such as door frames, doors, and the like in the 
warehouse will be of oak. 

While it is proposed to push the work of con- 
atruction as rapidly as possible, there will be no 
night work. Itis the expectation that when the 
building is completed it will not only be found 
available to the purposes for which itis designed, 
but an ornament to the part of the olty !2 which 
it is to be erected. 





KINKEZEL INVUOKES THE LAW,

TO PROTECT TAXPAYERS FROM THE

The action of the Kings County Supervisors 
in overriding Supervisor at Large Kinkel when 
he vetoed Contractor Southard'’s exorbitant 
bill of $6,000 for the erection of a reviewing 
stand for the Brooklyn Columbian parade has 
not settled the dispute by any means. 

Mr. Kinkel consulted various contractors 
about that stand, learned that there was about 
$800 worth of lumber in it, and that it cost 
about $800 to putitup. It has been torn down 
andthe lumber reclaimed by the contractor. 
From these facts Mr. Kinkel concluded thata 


charge of $6,000 for such work was too much, 
so he vetoed the Dill. 

Since his veto was set aside he has looked at 
the legal side of the case and has retained Will- 
iam J. Gaynor to protect the interests of the 
taxpayers. Mr. Gaynor refused to talk about 
the matter yesterday, further than to admit 
that he was looking into it, but itis known 
that he has concluded that the Supervisors ex- 
ceeded their power when they ordered the bili 
of Contractor Southard to be paid. 

Mr. Kinkel said that he had retained Air. Gay- 
nor, and thatthe latter was to begip suit on 
behalf of some taxpayer to compel the Super- 
or to refund the money paid out for that 
Btan 

No papers have yet been served and Mr. 
Kinkel pretended to be ignorant of the name of 
the taxpayer who will be the plaintiff in the 
action.

A. BOOTH SUCCEEDED BY D. WILLIS. 
JAMES. 


The annual meeting of the Children’s Aid So- 
olety was held yesterday at 128 Broadway, and 
President William A, Booth, who for thirty-two 
years has been at the head of the organization, 
handed in his resignation. He gave his ex- 
treme age—nhe is eighty-seven—as his reason for 
retiring from active work in vonnection with 
the society.. Appropriate resolutions express- 
ing the regret of the organization at his) loss 
were passed, and D, Willis James was selected 
to succeed him. 

At the same time Charles E. Whitehead was 
elected Vice President and George 5, Coe was 
re-elected Treasurer. The five Trastees chosen 
to servefor three years were Henry E. Haw- 
ley, Howard Potter, E. P. Fabbri, F. Delano 
Weeks, and A. B. Stone. 

The fortieth annual report of the society, pre- 
sented at the meeting, embodies the record of 
an unusually successful year’s work. In the 


year just ended 6,606 homeless boys and girls 
have registered in the society’s five lodging 
houses. The nightly average has been 955. 
Beds and meals have been provided at the low 

rice of 6 cents for each meal and 6 cents for 
odging. This charge, while accustoming these 
lads to the idea of self-support, has in the year 
brought in the sum of $24,453 toward the main- 
tenance of the houses. In their savings banks 
Was deposited during the year $3,046.86; 400 
boys were started in business, and employment 
was found for over 1,000 others. 

The Girls’ Lodging House has been removed 
to its new home, to be known as the Elizabeth 
Home for Girls, at 307 East Twelfth Street, a, 
building erected as a memorial to Miss Eliza- 
beth Davenport Wheeler by her family, and 
especially designed for the purpose of a home 
and training school for destitute girls. 

In relation to the industrial school system of 
the society the report says: 


“There is no work more important to the future of 
the Cityof New-York than that of educating and 
training the children of the ignorant and heipless 
foreigners who crowd into the tenements in the Rus- 
sian, Polish, Bohemian, Hungarian, and Italian 
quarters of our city. They must be taught our lan- 
guage, they must be trained to be clean, obedient to 
authority, industrious, and truthful, and must be in- 
structed in the elements of an English education. 
The ignorance, dirt, and poverty of thousands of 
these children prevent their attendance at the pub- 
lic schools of tke city,and but for our industrial 
schools and others similar they would be ieft neg- 
lected. The public has recognized the necessity of 
these labors, and during the past year our schools 
have been liberally sustained, enabling us to in- 
crease their efticiency and to make many needed im- 
provements, 

“The daily average attendance in the twenty-one 
day and eleven night schools is 4,898, and during 
the year over 11,000 children were brought under 
these reforming infinences. In addition to_ the 
primary school work required by the Board of Edu- 
cation of the city much attention is given to indus- 
trial training adapted to tne needs of these children. 
Classes in carpentry, wood-carving, typesetting. 
clay modeling, and drawing have been taught, and 
in nearly all the schools are kindergartens, kitchen 
training, and cooking olasses, besides sewing and 
dressmaking classes. The salaries of the instructors 
in these manual training classes and the cost of the 
school meals, 80 necessary to these half-starved chil- 
dren, are paid through the contributions of some of 
the prominent women of our city, who are inter- 
ested in the work. Several of our schools are great- 
ly in need of such help aud of the friendly interest 
of volunteers and visitors. 

“ Evening schools for olter girls have been estab- 
lished in afew of our buildings by benevolent and 
charitable women, who recognize the importance of 
interesting and training these girls, aud the classes 
have exercised a wreat influence for good. The girls 
are occupied during the day in factories or shops, 
and have only the evening for social pleasure or im- 
provement. By this means they are wept from the 
streets, and are brought under the ennobling infiu- 
ence of the Christian women who direct these class- 
es. Twelve of our industrial schools are in hand- 
some and commodious buildings, erected for the pur- 
pose by friends of the society. 

“The latest addition to our list of buildings is the 
new sullivan Street school, at 219 Sullivan Street, 
presented to the society by Miss Matiida W. bruce 
and Mrs. Joseph M. White, The new Rhinelander 
school, in East Eighty-eighth Street, has been most 
successful in its work during the year through the 
help of Miss Khinelander, who supported the indus- 
trial classes. The Italian school continues to lead in 
pointof numbers. ln its day and night classes are 
750 Italian children, who come from homes of the 
most debasing character. The improvement of these 
children mentally and morally, alter an attendance 
ota year, is most remarkable. No class of children 
are quicker or brighter scholars. 

“The sixth Street school, under the generous sup- 
port of Mrs. William LD. Sloane, continues its good 
work among the poor of the east side. ihe primary 
and industrial classes are most successful, while the 
Fourth War school has now @ permanent home at 
28 Pike Sireet, in a building purchased and remod- 
eled for school purposes. 

“The Avenue B school, in which Mrs. J. J. Astor 
was interested for so many years, has also removed 
to a new building, 533 East Sixteenth Street, near 
Avenue B, obtained for it under the same plan as 
that adopted for ihe Fourth Ward school. Mrs. Will- 
iam Waldorf Astor continues her help and encour- 
axement in this work. 

“Owing to the death of George DeForest Lord, 
who was the foremost worker of the First Ward 
School Association, that school is temporarily dis. 
continued. Mr. Lord’s family and associates have 
requested the Children’s Aid Society to assume the 
charge of this school, promising financial assistance 
in carrying on the work. The society has accepted 
this additional charge, and is about to open the 
schoolin the (hirteenth Ward; it will be known as 
the Lord Memoriai School. The Sixteenth Ward 
school, for so many years at 211 West Eighteenth 
Street, has been discontinued in order to remove to 
a@ crowded tenement district, where there is greater 
need of its labors than in West Eighteenth Street. 

“ A most successful school has been established at 
207 West Sixty-fourth Street, west of Tenth Avenue, 
It was found that many of the younger children of 
that neighborhood were entirely neglected, having 
never attended any school or received any kind o 
instruction or care. The schoolis supported by Dr. 
and Mrs. A. Blair Thaw, and is accomplishing a 
work which cannot be measured, Industrial and 
evening classes have also been formed, and every 
effort is taken to make this sohool an influence for 
higher and better things in that neighborhood.”’ 

Not satisfied with the results thus far ob- 
tained, the society desires to start a farm school. 
Relative to this the report says: 

“In order to provide a means of training home- 


b less lads, we desire to establish a farm school near 


the city where we can send them to be fitted fur 
some useful occupation, particularly in connection 
with tarm work. in order to accomplish this im- 
portant plan we need a large farm and suitable build- 
ings within easy reach of the city. Those of the boys 
who prove themselves honest and intelligent could 
be readily provided with good homes, where their 
knowledge of farm work would make them useful 
helpers, and when once placed would be permanently 
beneiited, and many of them become honest and use- 
ful citizens. There is nothing new in this plan; it 
has been tried elsewhere with success, and nowhere 
is it so greatly needed as here. We appeal to the 
charitable people of this city to help us establish and 
support suck a training school.” 

Besides these various helpful and reformatory 
measures, the society has also its Summer char- 
ities, as it terms them, by which in the twelve 
Summer weeks about 12,000 women and chil- 
dren had an outing in the country, at the West 
Coney Island and Bath Beach homes of the go- 
ciety. 

But perhaps the best criterion of the effect 
of the society’s work is found in the statistics 
showing the annual decrease in the proportion 
of juvenile crime. The figures show that the com- 
mitments of girls and women for vagrancy fell 
oft from 5,380 in 1860 to 2,022in 1891, or from 
one in every 13819 persons in 1860 (when the 

opulation was $64,224) to one inevery 873 
Py 891, (when the population was 1,765,645.) 
Male vagrants also have diminished in twenty- 
five years largely, in proportion to the popula- 
tion. Male petty thieves have fallen off some 
700 during twenty-five years and greatly in the 
average to the whole number, as have also the 
commitments of boys under fourteen years. 
One classification in the police reports, of what 
is called “juvenile delinquency,’ shows @ like 
diminution of children’s crime. 

The results from & sanitary point of view 
have been equally notable. Among the 200,000 
and more boys that have been at the Newsboys’ 
Lodging House in the last thirty-eight years 
there has been no case of contagious disease 
and but one death. 

The economy with which the society has con- 
ducted its work is also notable. Concerning 
this the report says: 

“The total annual expense of our twenty-one in- 
dustrial schools and eleven night schools—for sala- 
ries, rents, food, clothing, books, fuel, &c.—was 
$114,265.18, giving $23.33 as the annual cost for 
each child. 

** In the lodging houses 6,606 boys and girls were 
fod, sheltered, and taught during the past year ata 
total expense of $53,"51.81, Deducting $30,532.39, 
being the receipts of the Jodging honées, together 
with the cost of construction, the net running ex- 

ense was $23,419.42. Theaverage cost to the pub- 
Re of each chiid ‘or tne year was $42.20. The aver- 
age - per year for each prisoner iu the Tombs is

* ‘The total number for whom, homes and employ- 
ment have been found by the society during last year 
was 2,621. ‘the total cost for rrilroad fares, cloth- 
ing, food, salaries, &6., Was $20,304.38, The average 
cost to the public, secordingly, tor each person sent 
was $10.04. Yet auy chil. piaced in an asylum or 
poorhouse costs nearly $140 a year.” 

The work of the year is thus summarized by 
the report: 

“There were dinring the past year, in the six lodg- 
ing houses of the society, 6,606 diiferent boys and 
girls; 257,111 meals and 201,997 lodgings were sup- 
plied, In the twenty-one day and twelve evening 
schools were 11,6485 chiidren, who were taught and 
peasy ted and partly clothed, 579,652 meais being 
supplied; 2,621 were sent to homes aud employ- 
ment, and restored to friends in both the East aud 
the West; 2,452 were aided with food, medicine, &c., 
throngh the ‘Sick Children’s Mission’; 4,853 chil- 
dren enjoyed the benefits of the ‘Summer Home’ at 
Bath, L. L, (averaging about 400 per week;) 7,489 
mothers and sick infants were sent to the * Health 
Home’ at Coney Island; 25 giris have been instruct- 
ed in the use of the sowing machinuein the Girls’ Term- 
porary Home and the Industrial schools, and 24 
were taught wpewrting, O8.0e! has Deen depos- 
ited in the Penny Savings Banks. Total number 
under charge of the aociety during the year, 35,659.”

NO INFECTED RAGS. 





;4N ORDER OF HEALTH OFFICER JEN- 
KINS AND COMMENTS THEREON. 


, The statement of Health Officer Jenkins yes- 
terday that “rags coming from ports where 
cholera had existed the past year would not be 
allowed to land at this port” has created quite 
stir among the paper-stock dealers. 

John L, Taylor, a large dealer in paper stock, 
whose office isinthe THE Times Building, said 
yesterday, when asked how Dr. Jenkins’s order 
would affect the trade: 

“The imported rags are mostly of linen and 
cotton. We have in this country enough do- 
mestio rags of this kind tosupply the paper 
mills if the dealers would pay a little more for 


them. The domestic stock is much cleaner, and 
if the importation of razs was stopped the price 
would rise, and this would give the dealers in 
the West a chance to collect rags at a profit. 
The collection of Western rags which are thrown 
away would furnish employment to a number 
of people. 

““T would not handle a bale of rags that I knew 
had come from an infected country, for there is 
a great risk on account of the English laws. 
The English laws prohibit the importation of 
rags from infected countries for use in English 
popes mills, but allow them to be brought to 

nglish ports and transferred from steamers to 
other stg4mers bound for other ports. Most of 
the rag#shipped to this country from London 
come from Antwerp, Ghent, and Kénigsberg, 
and some are open to infection.” 

A. Werthoimer, another paper-stock dealer, 
said that he thoughtif the importation of for- 
eign rags was stopped it would be beneficial to 
the dealers and manufacturers. “The price,” 
he said, “would go up on rags, and, of course, 
on paper, but we would have better paper. 
With the domestic rags and the wood pulp, we 
would have plenty of material with which to 
supply the mills. The price of wool is as low 
in this country as it is in Europe, and if the im- 
portation of rags was stopped the demand for 
pulp would be so great that at least ten 
Wwood-puip mills would be started profitably.” 





JAPAN AT THE WORLD'S FAIR. 





PRESIDENT SMITH FINDS GREAT INTER- 
EST DISPLAYED IN THE EXPOSITION. 


Secretary George Willison of the Ohamber of 
Commerce has received a letter from Charles 8. 
Smith, President of the organization, who is 
now traveling in Japan, and who has some in- 
teresting things to tell of the attitude of the 
Japanese toward the World’s Fair. Says Mr. 
Smith in his letter, which is dated Kioto, 
Oct. 20: 

‘One of the most gratifying results of my visit is 
the knowledge, acquired from personal observation, 
of the universal interest which this people are taking 
worthily to represent their country at the Chicago 
Exposition. The Secretary of the United States Le- 
gation is responsible for the statement that the 
space allotted to Japan in the exposition allows only 
about 1,700 tons of material, while the applications 
have been for about 7,000 tons. Namikawa of Tokio, 
the most conspicuous artist in Japan in the produc. 
tion of cloisonné, showed me two screens designed 
for Chicago, price $8,000, for which he has received 
the tirst medal from his own Government, which are 
ot great originality iu design and color aud of exqui- 
site workmanship. Thoy are made without the use 
of wire. 

“ Namikawa of/Kioto, famous for the usual wire 
cloisonne, is showing magnificent vases and other 
objects made sspecnaly for Chicago, and he refuses 
all temptation tO sell them in advance of the exposl, 
tion. lhave seen also some wonderful pieces of 
lacquers prepared for Chicago by a new process, 
which the makers claim will not orack in our 
climate, and competent experts believe this olaim to 
be true. 

* The show of silks and embroideries will be some- 
thing to delight the hearts of American women. It 
is believed here that the enthusiasm for our exposi- 
tion has been inspired by the Mikado, and this im. 
pression is contirmed in my own mind by a conversa 
tion i had with Mr. Mutsu, the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, and one of the most influential members of 
the Cabinet. Mr. Mutau expressedin most cordial 
terms the sentiments of friendship which his Gov- 
ernment entertained for the people of the United 
States, and also the great interest which it felt in 
the Japanese display at the Chicago Exposition. 

“Two very notable incidents occurred last week 
at Tokio. I had the honor of attending a dinner 
given to Frederick 8S. Winston of Chicago, one of the 
Directors of the exposition. The wife of the Ameri- 
can Minister gave a reception to Mra. Winston, who 
represents the Women's Department of the Expoai- 
tion. The attendance of the ladies of the Court and 
their cordiai co-operation in the plans for the expo- 
sition of women’s work were most gratifying to the

EVERYTHING LEFT TO GILROY. 





MAYOR GRANT WILL{MAKE NO MORE 
APPOINTMENTS TO OFFICE. 


The politicians got a surprise yesterday. 
Mayor Grant officially announced that he would 
make no more appointments. The places now 
ready to be filled will be filled by Mayor Gilroy 
afcter he takes the office on Jan. 1. 

“What does the Mayor mean?” 
he adopted this remarkable course?” 
is the politics of the mpvoe?”’ 

These are samples of the questions the poli- 
ticians asked. Their explanations were quite 
asnumerous. Some said that the Mayor and 
Mr. Croker conid not agrée upon the men to be 


reappointed, and that rather than have an open 
breach with Mr. Croker, the Mayor had decided 
not to make the appointments at all, but to let 
the whole business go over to Mr. Gilroy’s term. 
Another thing was that Mr. Grant had such a 
large collection of men to select his appointees 
frem that he preferred not to run the risk of 
making onemies of those he did not appoint. 
This, however, is hardly a tenable explanation. 

Mayor Grant has faced that sort of a condi- 
tion so often in his two terms as Mayor that it 
is not likely that the fear of offending people by 
not making them ollice holders would have been 
taken into consideration by the Mayor. 

The Mayor’s action is practically without 
precedent. itis not often that one finds a man 
turning over the distribution of such valuable 
patrouage to his successor. The Mayor's own 
explanation of his determination was made in 
answer to an inquiry as to whether it was true 
that he had made up his mind to make no more 
appointments. He said: 

“itis true that I do not intend tomake any 
further appointments. I take this course for 
the reason that I believe that where the out- 
xoing Mayor holdsthe same political views as 
his successor he should not, in the closing weeks 
of his term, appoint officials who will neces- 
sarily take a part in the administration of 
affairs during the term of the new incumbent. 

“Were the Mayor-elect of a different political 
faith than myself then [ think there might be 
some doubt about my taking such a couree. 

‘* Again, I believe that all vacancies ocourring 
after the election of a new Mayor should be 
filled by that Mayor where possible. While the 
terms of two of the Police Justices really ex- 
pire in 1892, they were not appointed until Jan- 
uary, 1883, and a question has been raised as 
to the date of the expiration of their terms. 
Another yacancy will occur in November, 1893, 
when the position for the full term must be 
filled by Mr. Gilroy. 

“T bave therefore concluded that the public 
Interesis would be best served by making no 
further appointments during the remainder of 
my term.’”’ 

Mayor Grant’s determination will give Mayor 
Gilroy six places to fill that he would not have 
had had Mayor Grant made the appointments. 
The places practically turned over to him by 
Mayor Grant are four Police Justices and two 
Commissioners of Records, who, with the 
Register, will make up the Board of Records, 
the duty of which will be the reindexing of the 
records in the Register’s office under the new 
block system. The new Mayor will appoint 
Police Justices to succeed the late. Justices John 
E. Kelly and Daniel O’Reilly, andin the places 
of Justices Duffy and Kilbreth, whose terms ex-

SCHUYLER MONUMENT} CASE. 





TESTIMONY OF THE PLAINTIFF, MR.‘ 
PHILIP SCHUYLER. 


The case of Schuyler against the Woman's 
Memorial Fund Association occupied the last 
hour of the Supreme Court before Justice In- 
graham yesterday afternoon. The examination 
of Philip Schuyler, the plaintiff, was continued. 
The case embodies the attempt of the Schuyler 
family to prevent the Woman's Association 
from erecting a statue to Mrs. Mary Morris 
Hamilton Schuyler at the World’s Fair. The 
proposed statue was to be labeled * The Typ- 
jioal Philanthropist,” and was to be a companion 
statue to one of Susan B. Anthony, which was 
to be labeled “* The Typical Reformer.”’ 

Mr. Schuyler testified yesterday to certain 
correspondence which he had with the oilicers 
of the association before litigation was begun, 
in which he tried to have the project peacea- 
bly abandoned. The witness said that, so far 
as he knew, not one of the members of the asso- 
ciation was a personal acquaintance or friend of 
Mrs. Schuyler. He also stated that no photo- 
graph, painting, or statue of his aunt was 
now or ever had beenon public exhibition. Mr. 
Schuyler said that his aunt was not acquainted 
with Susan B. Anthony, and, so far as he was 
aware, Was notin sympathy with the work of 
that woman. This question was stricken out 
of the testimony by order of the court. 

On the cross-examination Mr. Schuyler was 
asked to tell in what way the proposition of the 
association was distasteful to him. 

He said: “In many respects it was distress- 
ing and unpleasant to me to have a atatue of a 
female relative of mine placed on public exhi- 
bition at the World’s Fair. I object to notoriety 
of any sort, and to have a statue in marble ex- 
hibited was going entirely too far.” 

Counsel for the defense then asked if it was 
not a fact that he had brought the sult to gain 
personal notoriety for himself. 

The witness was so astonished at this ques- 
tion that he did not at first answer. Wheu he 
did speak he said: “No, Sir: it is nottrue. I 
brought this action principally to judicially 
establish the principle of privacy.”’ 

The case was adjourned until 10 o’clock this 
morning.

UR OBEIRNE OLJECTS. 


PROPOSED AWARD OF FRANCHISE HUNG 
UP IN THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


The Aldermen’s Committee on Streets made a 
report yesterday that will attract considerable 
attention. It wasin favor of granting to the 
New-York Power Company of New-Jersey the 
right ‘“‘to lay mains and pipes in the streets, 
avenues, alleys, lanes, and public places in this 
city, and to construct manholes and to make 
necessary sewer connections, together with 
such other connections as may be required for 
the purpose of supplying compressed air and 
salt water under pressure to the city and its in- 
habitants, to be used for power, ventilation, or 
any other purpose for which compressed air 
and salt wuter under pressure May or can be 
used.”’ 

Alderman O’Beirne opjected to the adoption 
of this report. He said that in 1880 a franchise 
Was grapted to the United States Heating and 
Power Company, allowing it to Jay pipes in this 
city. In May last the National Heating Com- 
pany, claiming to be the successor of the old 
company, asked the Aldermen to amend the 
franchise by inserting the words ‘compressed 
air.’ When thia was done it amounted sub- 
stantially te cranting & new franchise. . 

Mr. O’Beirne claimed that the New-York 
Power Company, which seems to have absorbed 
the old National Company, wanted another 
franchise. ke asked for an investigation, and 
the report was sent back to the Committee on 
Streets. 

It is thonght that the resolution framed on 
the report yesterday would, if passed, practi- 
eally give the compauy the power to tear up 
the streets whorever it saw iit.

A SPITEFUL VANDAL AT WORK IN A 
BROOKLYN BUREAD. 


The Brooklyn police were notified yesterday 
that some one entered the office of the Bureau 
of Assessment some time between 5 P. M. on 
Saturday and 9 A. M. on Monday and destroyed 
ten ward maps, which were lying on a table.

FOUND HER BABY STRANGLED. 


THEN MRS. CALLAGHAN JUMPED FROM 
A FIFTH-STORY WINDOW. 


Mrs. Catharino Callaghan, twenty-four years 
old, the wife of James Callaghan, a lumber 
handler, who lived on the top floor of the five- 
story tenement house 229 East One Hundred 
and Twenty-seventh Street, went out at 9:30 
o'clock yesterday morning to make some pur- 
chases for her husband’s dinner at a neighbor- 
ing grocery. She left her son James, eleven 
months old, asleepin ababy carriage in the 
sitting room. 

Tp prevent the baby from falling out of the 
carriage Mrs. Callaghan had stretched a piece 


of rope across the child's body and fastened the 
ends to the sides of the vehicle. Mrs. Callaghan 
Was not gone more than a quarter of an hour. 
When she returned she found the baby hanging 
over the sides of the oarriage motionless and 
black in the face. The pieve of cord had caught 
him by the throat and strangled him, 

The woman was too frightened todo anything 
immediately for the child’s relief, but she ran 
down stairs screaming for help. Several of the 
women in the house answered her cries and 
went to her assistance. ‘(he cord was severed. 

Mrs. Callaghan was beside herself with grief. 
While waiting for the doctor she walked up and 
down the room wringing her hands and weep- 
ing bitterly. Once she attempted to fling her- 
self out of the window of the room into the rear 
yard, but was restrained by her fellow-tenants. 

Dr. E. G. Maupin of 151 East One Hundred 
and Twenty-seventh Street went to the house 
in answer to a call, and examined the child and 
found that he was dead. While he was examin- 
ing the child the women in the room were 
grouped about the carriage, and no atten- 
tion was paid to Mrs. Callaghan. When the 
doctor pronounced the-ochild dead Mrs. Cal- 
laghan went quietly and unobserved into an 
adjoining suite of rooms and flung herself into 
the airshaft. She fell from the tifth floor to the 
cellar of the house. When carried out from the 
bottom of the shaft she was insensible. It was 
Tound that her left hip and left leg were broken 
and her head was badly cut. Itis feared that 
her skull is fractured. She was taken to the 
Harlem Hospital. 

Callaghan was called home from work, and 
was completely prostrated by the double mis- 
fortune which had befallen him.

SUNDAY OPENING _OF MUSEUMS.. 





‘PARE BOARD DISCLAIMS RESPONSIBILITY 
FOR THE FINAL APPROPRIATIONS, 


According to the statements made by some of 
the Directors of the Metrepolitan Museum of 
Art and of the Museum of Natural History, the 
question of Sunday opening is one that lies en- 
tirely with the rark Board, and if sufficient 
funds are not provided by the Board of Esti- 
mate the Park Board is alone responsible. Tho 
Directors say that the Board of Estimate will 
appropriate whatever the Park Board may 


deem expedient, and that unless the fund, or 
the greater portion of it, as provided be law, be 
granted, the museums must remain closed on 
Sunday. 

The Park Board members take an entirely 
different view of the matter. ‘hey say that at 
best they are only an intermediary body, and 
whenin a provisional estimate they name a 
sum not as great as those concerned might de- 
sire, itis a question for the Board of Estimate 
alone to decide just how much shall finally be 
granted. In the case of the museums, the Park 
Board members say they had a number of 
sessions before naming a provisional estimate of 
$50,000 for euch museum. They insist that 16 
does not lie with them to decide the final 
amount. If the Directors want more and have 
just claims fora basis, the Board of Estimate 
will be open to hear their arguments next 
month when the appropriations are made. The 
Park Board disclaims all responsibility, and if 
the funds are not sufficient to warrant nam 
the museums open sundays the Directors wil 
be compelled to place the blame elsewhere. 

At one of the meetings of the Park Board 
Commissioner Dans expressed himeelf in favor 
of appropriating $55,000, the full amount al- 
lowed by law being $95,000. The provisional 
estimate was reduced to $50,000, but this sum 
the Park Board does not name as one binding 
on the Board of Estimate. It is the duty of the 
museum managers to make their appeal and 
arguments to the Board of Apportionment and 
have the figures adjusted to meet their legiti- 
mate wants. 


A HALF-MILLION DONATION. 





PLEASING RUMOR CONCERNING THE 
CATHEDRAL OF ST. JOHN THE DIVINE. 


For some time past there has been a well-de- 
fined rumor current that a member of the Prot 
estant Episcopal communion had placed at 
the disposal of Bishop Potter a contribution 
of $500,000 toward the erection of the Cathe- 
dral of 8t. John the Divine. The identity of the 
donorhas been kept a profound secret, how- 
ever, and such of the members of the Board of 
Trustees of the cathedral, including George 
Macculloch Miller, the Rev. Dr. Huntington, 
rector of Grace Church; the Rev. Dr. Morgan 
Dix, rector of Trinity Parish, and the Hon. Ste- 
phen P. Nash, as have been interrogated in refer- 
ence to the bequest have not been disposed to 
talk onthe subjectin advance of a declaration 
on the part of the Bishop. : 

“This is the tirat I have heard of the matter,’ 
remarked the Kev. Dr. Dix, “but I sincerely 
hope that the news is true. If it turns out to be 
s0 we shall be greatly encouraged, and there 
will, I think, be no further diticulty in the way 
of getting all the money that is required for the 
erection of the cathedral. In the event of the 
Trustees following the course they have laid 
out—to expend one-half of the monoy sub- 
scribed for the land and in building operations 
and fund the remaining half—there will be no 
trouble. With the land once paid for and the 
cornerstone of the cathedral laid, the work will 
progress from year to year without interruption 
until the structure is finally completed.” 

Bishop Potter was not in readiness to say 
anything definite in relation to the supposed 
gilt to the cathedral. The time was not yet 
ripe for the disclosure of the name of the donor, 
but it would probably be giveu to the public by 
him within a few days.
